Baltimore. Conference , 1872. 



John L. Gibbons, M.D., was u native of 
ShepherdstoAvn, Jefferson county, Virginia, notv 
West. Virginia. He was admitted on trial into 
the Baltimore Conference in 1820, and served 
the Church as an effective minister for twenty 
years. He then took a supernumerary relation, 
and engaged in the practice of medicine, in 
which profession he was distinguished for his 
ability and success. He continued in this vo- 
cation for a number of years. In 1866, at fhe 
session of Conference held in Alexandria, lie* 
ratified his adherence to, and his fellowship 
with, the Baltimore Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, at which time 
he was placed upon the superannuated list. 
He continued in that relation until the close 
of his life. During this period, he still pur- 
sued the practice of medicine, until stricken 
down by paralysis, which incapacitated him 
for the service of his calling, both as a physi- 
cian and a minister. For several years he was 
a subject of severe affliction and suffering, 
which he bore with patience and resignation 
to the divine will,, always expressing an un- 
shaken confidence in God’s paternal love and 
a bright hope of a glorious immortality. He 
was a man of high character, whether we con- 
sider him as to the qualities of his mind and 
heart or the virtues and Christian graces of 
his exterior life. In the month of July, 1871, 
at the house of Brother Lester Turner, Balti- 
more county, Maryland, calmly and peacefully 
he passed from the Church militant to the 
Church triumphant. 

David Siioaef was born in Juniata count}', 
Pennsylvania, July 17, 1823, and was converted 
to God, Aug. 23, 1844. Within two years after 
his conversion he was licensed to preach, and 
appointed to Cassville Circuit, by the Rev. 
John Miller, Presiding Elder of Huntingdon 
District. As the door of admission into the 
Conference at the ensuing session was closed 
against all the applicants, lie took work again 
under the Presiding Elder, and served the 
people of Frosthurg Circuit with great suc- 
cess. March, 1848, lie was admitted on trial 
into the Baltimore Conference; and, up to the 
year 1857, he was appointed successively to 
Alleghany, Shirleysburg, Concord, Covington, 
Blue Sulphur, Bedford, Emory Station in Bal- 
timore, Huntingdon, Hancock, and Frosthurg. 
At the division of the Baltimore Conference in 
1857, he became connected with the East Bal- 
timore Conference; and, from 1857 to 1866, 
York Station, in Pennsylvania, and East Har- 
ford, Great Falls, and Hereford Circuits, in 
Maryland, were favored with his zealous and 
fruitful ministrations. At the session of the 
Baltimore Conference, held in Alexandria, Feb- 
ruary, 1866, Brother Shoaff was present, and, 
true to the declared principles and pledges of 
the past, severed his connection with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and in a most 
solemn and effective manner declared publicly 
his union with the Baltimore Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. His 
subsequent fields of labor, in all of which (es- 



pecially the first) he discharged the duties of 
his ministerial office with great fidelity and 
success, were Berkeley Circuit, Leesburg Sta- 
tion, Loudon, and Woodstock Circuits. At 
the last-mentioned charge, May 26, 1871, after 
a short but brilliant and promising entrance 
upon his duties, he “ceased at once to work 
and live.” Brother Shoaff was an effective 
preacher and an excellent pastor. He was dis- 
tinguished for his good practical sense, the 
promptness and energy with which he per- 
formed the duties of his high vocation, his 
affable and affectionate intercourse with his 
people, and his genuine piety, devotional spirit, 
and blameless Christian life. Hence, wherever 
he went he met with friends, warm friends, 
and encouraging success. His death was peace- 
ful and triumphant. “All is well,” “1 will soon 
be in heaven,” “All right,” were his last whis- 
pers in the ears of anxious friends and a heart- 
stricken wife, ere his feet touched the cold 
waters of the Jordan of death, and his freed 
spirit fled joyfully to its home in heaven. A 
wife and two children remain to mourn their 
seemingly untimely and irreparable loss. We 
commend them to the prayers and support of 
a sympathizing Church, and especially to Him 
who will be a Husband to the widow and a 
Father to the fatherless. 

Stephen Smith Avas born in Hampshire 
county, Virginia, Nov. 1 , 1802. He was con- 
verted and joined the Church in 1815. Some 
time after this, he felt it to be his duty to 
preach; but, on account of diffidence and a 
want of educational qualifications, he struggled 
against this conviction, until he became so per- 
plexed in mind that he lost his religious enjoy- 
ments. He even prayed to be delivered from 
this conviction of duty to preach the gospel. 
After spending two years in darkness and al- 
most in despair of salvation, he consented to 
obey the call of God. His mind was then re- 
lieved, light and comfort refreshed his soul, 
and he commenced the study of the Bible Avith 
new zeal in order to prepare himself for the 
work of the ministry. He Avas received into 
the Baltimore Conference in 1830. The first 
year of his ministry was spent in Botetourt 
county, Virginia; the folloAving three in Penn- 
sylvania, and the fourth in Eastern Virginia. 
In 1835, he traveled Pocahontas Circuit; in 
1836 and 1837, Augusta; in 1838 and 1839, 
Franklin; in 1840 and 1841, Fincastle; in 1842, 
Lexington; in 1843 and 1844, Morgan, Avhere, 
in consequence of preaching in a new, damp 
church, his health and voice failed him so that 
he could scarcely speak above a Avhisper. From 
this time, for a number of years, he was on the 
superannuated, and then on the supernumerary 
list. Some time previous to 1867, he labored 
on the North River Mission, when he Avas 
placed in the effective ranks, and appointed to 
Crab Bottom. In 1869, 1870, and 1871, he 
again had charge of Morgan Circuit, Avhere he 
ended his laborious and useful life, Oct. 9, 1871. 
Brother Smith was a self-made man. Having 
feAv educational adA’antages, he used CA T ery op- 
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portunit}' he had of improving his mind and 
heart. His mental and physical powers were 
strong and vigorous, his energy and persever- 
ance indomitable, which, working together with 
the gracious endowments of the Holy Spirit, 
made him a workman that needed not to be 
ashamed. His labors were blessed with fruit, 
both in his early and latter years j his piety 
was earnest and sincere, his zeal ardent, and 
his attachment to the great work of saving 
souls never relaxed. His prayer was that he 
might close his loved labor only with his life. 
This earnest desire was granted him by the 
Master who sent him on this mission of love. 
While riding to an appointment, he fell from 
his horse, and in a few days exchanged the 
labors of earth for the bliss of heaven. " Before 
he departed, he said to his wife, “ I feel that 
God is with me.” The many excellences in 
the religious life of Brother Smith are wit- 
nessed by the esteem in which he was held, and 
the great influence he exerted where he was 
longest and best known. A life so useful, em- 
bracing so much of holy living, and so fully 
connected with the work of God, is the bes‘t 
evidence that his death was his eternal gain. 
He counted not his “life dear unto himself, so 
that he might finish his course with joy, and 
the ministry he had received of the" Lord 
Jesus.” 

James Dallas Hally was born in Bla- 
densburg, Maryland, where, in the midst of 
sympathizing friends, in the fall of 1871, he 
also closed his brief but useful life, being at the 
time of his death about twenty-six years old. 
He was blessed with a pious mother, and early 
in life professed saving faith in Christ, and 
thenceforth consecrated his heart and life to 
the worship and service of God. He was at- 
tentive to, and took great delight in, the Sun- 
day-school. In 1868 he was licensed an ex- 
porter on Bladensburg Circuit, and during the 
following year was advanced to the still more 
responsible position of a local preacher. In 
this capacity, under the direction of the Pre- 
siding Elder, he served the people of Prince 
U ill iam Circuit for one year. At the Confer- 
ence of March, 1870, he was admitted on trial, 
and appointed as junior preacher to Fincastle 
Circuit. Here, under the labors and exposure 
to which a faithful and zealous discharge of 
his duties subjected him, his health gave way, 
with loss of voice. After the close of the Con- 
ference of 1871 at Salem, he returned to Pin- 
castle Circuit; but, being unable to do any 
work, he repaired to the place of his nativity 
in order to recruit his health. But he con- 
tinued to grovv worse; and after a brief illness, 
while sitting in a chair, he quietly and peace- 
fully fell asleep in Jesus. Brother Nally was 
'eiy studious in his habits, and prompt and 
energetic in the performance of duty. The 
qualities of his mind were highly creditable; 
and he is said to have been an excellent 
preacher, and gave promise of much usefulness. 
He was favored with a very remarkable mem- 
ory, which was richly stored with the doc- 



trines and precepts of the Bible. He was al- 
ways exemplary in his life. The confidence in 
his piety was universal, while his zeal was too 
great for his strength. His colleague on the 
I incastle Circuit declares him to have been 
one of the most humble, prayerful, and deeply 
pious men he ever knew, lie fasted, prayed, 
visiting from house to house — preaching and 
calling sinners to repentance; when unable to 
borrow a horse — for he was not able to buy 
one he walked his circuit, through sunshine 
and cold, filling his appointments; and as long * 
as he had a voice, he lifted it up for Jesus. 
And when his voice was gone, and he was evi- 
dently getting near the grave, he still pressed 
on from house to house, and from appointment 
to appointment, holding prayer-meetings and 
exhorting when he could do no more than 
whisper. His colleague besought him to stop 
and rest, but he pressed on in his work until 
he went to the Conference of 1871, a mere 
skeleton of his former self, and thence home to 
die. During his illness he expressed a desire 
to live, that he might preach the gospel: but 
said that if he could not preach, he would 
rather die. Farewell, youthful soldier; short 
was thy conflict and glorious was thy end!

Blassinghame H. Johnson was born in 
the county of Charlotte, Virginia, March 20, 
1811. In his childhood he was converted, 
but not receiving at home that sympathy and 
encouragement so desirable to all, and rnorees- 
pecially to one so young, he lost the evidence 
of his acceptance, and fell into sin. In this 
condition he remained until he had reached, or 
perhaps passed, his majority, when he again 
sought and obtained the favor of God, and 
connected himself with the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church. He soon became convinced, by 
the operation of the Holy Ghost, that it was 
his duty to declare the glad tidings of salva- 
tion. He gave himself up to this work, and 
in 1838 was received into the Virginia Confer- 



ence on trial. For thirty-four successive years 
he was actively, industriously, and successfully 
engaged in the discharge of the sacred, honor- 
able, and laborious duties devolving upon a 
preacher of the gospel— filling the positions of 
pastor, agent, and Presiding Elder with accept- 
ability and efficiency. He loved the Church 
of his choice. To her he dedicated his powers 
of mind and body, laying time, talent, and in- 
flucnce on her altars,* He cherished in his in- 
most heart the doctrines of the M. E. Church, 
South, and in him they had an able defender 
and faithful expounder. He was deeply versed 
in the Holy Scriptures, and was a “workman 
that needed not to be ashamed, rightly divid- 
ing the word of truth,” and giving to each his 
portion in due season. He was a devoted 
Christian, an ensample to the flock. One who 
knew him intimately, and had had numerous 
business transactions with him, writes: “Mv 
personal acquaintance with Brother Johnson 
began about twelve years ago. He at once im- 
pressed me as a man of remarkably sound 
judgment and good business capacity. I was 
also much impressed with his piety. In a 
journey, some years ago, in West Virginia, we 
traveled together on horseback for several 
weeks, and I had a good opportunity to wit- 
ness his daily walk and conversation; and I 
take pleasure in saying that they were every 
thing that I could expect from a minister of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. I have been in the 
Church twenty-seven years, and have met with 
a great number of ministers of various denom- 
inations, and I remember but one who seemed 
more spiritually-minded than he. Spiritual 
religion was a subject of daily conversation 
with him. It was always discussed with grav- 
ity. It is not an easy matter to be grave and 
yet cheerful, but Brother Johnson attained, by 
grace, this excellence. He was very fond of 
children, and they instinctively responded to 
his attachment.” Brother Johnson was thrice 
married. His first wife was Miss Cousins, of 
Amelia; his second, Miss Wingfield, of Han- 
over; his third, Miss Kennerly, daughter of 
the late Rev. Samuel Kennerly. He leaves a 
widow and three children, the latter aged, re- 
spectively, eighteen, ten, and five years. We 
bespeak for them the prayers and sympathy 
of all the people of God. In J une last, Brother 
Johnson attended the Commencement Exer- 
cises at Randolph Macon College, and, having 
returned from Ashland to Richmond, was taken 
sick, but not confined to his bed for any length 
of time. The attack seemed manageable, and 
in two or three days he was up, and on July 2 
left Richmond for home. On the way, he 
passed the night with a brother minister. ’ In 
attempting, on the 3d, to ride the last fifteen 
miles of his journey on horseback, through the 
burning beat of that day, he became completely 
exhausted, and lay for two hours on the road- 
side. He finally struggled on a mile farther, 
and sought shelter in the house of a friend! 
Hither his family were summoned, medical 
aid procured, and every thing done that could 
have been done. Hopes were entertained of 
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his recovery, hut they were all delusive. He 
lingered on until 11 o’ch ck in the morning of 
July 8, 1872, when God signed his release. 
Satan, with doubts, pursued him almost to the 
gates of the celestial city. The peculiar char- 
acter of his disease had much to do with his 
despondency; but, before his sun set, the clouds 
were lifted, and, in dying, he assured his wife 
that his “fears were vanishing, and his confi- 
dence growing stronger.” He had looked at 
death a thousand times, when in health, and 
was not surprised at its approach; indeed, dur- 
ing the few months preceding, he had fre- 
quently spoken of his death as being near at 
hand. He retained his reason to the last, in 
the midst of his excruciating sufferings; and, 
with his family around him, after delivering a 
charge to each member, and commending them 
all to God and the word of his grace, he “fell 
on sleep.” His first circuit was Greenville, 
which then embraced a portion of Mecklen- 
burg county. His funeral-sermon was deliv- 
ered at Sardis (now on Mecklenburg Circuit), 
which was one of the first churches he servea; 
and his remains were interred on the premises 
of Mecklenburg parsonage, to await the sum- 
mons of the resurrection-trumpet. 

Alexander Stewart was born in the 
county of Norfolk, Va., April, 1810, and died 
at Wesleyan Female College, Murfreesboro, 
N. C., March 14, 1872. Of his early life little 
is known. His mother died when he was ten 
years of age. He was probably under good 
religious influences, nevertheless; for he was 
converted at the age of sixteen, and imme- 
diately joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Soon after his conversion, he was strongly 
moved to preach the gospel, but did not begin 
to speak to his fellow-men concerning salva- 
tion till he was twenty-five years of age. To 
use his own language: “I was then literally 
thrust out into the work, for license to exhort 
was given me without my asking.” He was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference 
of Princess Anne Circuit, in 1836; traveled 
under the Presiding Elder for two years, and 
was admitted on trial into the Virginia Con- 
ference in 1839; received into full connection 
and ordained deacon in Jan., 1841; ordained 
Elder in Nov., 1842. He traveled as an itin- 
erant preacher from 1839 till 1854, serving 
various appointments, from the sea-board to 
the mountains. In 1854, ill health compelled 
him to go on the supernumerary list. He set- 
tled in Prince George county, Va., where he 
had married in 1847, and was a cordial and 
faithful helper of those in active work. His 
home and property were well-nigh entirely de- 
stroyed by the Federal army, under General 
Grant, during the investment of Petersburg; 
and he was unsettled till Jan., 1866, when he 
became Steward of Wesleyan Female College, 
Murfreesboro, N. C., in which place he contin- 
ued till his death. He has been superannuated 
since the Conference of 1867. He continued 
to preach whenever he had opportunity, and 
within a year before his death had labored 



zealously at a protracted meeting. In all such 
work of assisting his brethren, filling the 
places of the absent, or supplying preaching 
to those who, otherwise, had none, no man 
was more obliging or unselfish. His ministry 
was useful, many being converted on the cir- 
cuits of which he had charge. Not possessed 
of talents of a high order, he was faithful in 
the use of the ability which God gave him. 
He was courteous, conscientious, and devout. 
Of a naturally amiable disposition, grace had 
refined this into a very gentle, tender, and lov- 
ing nature. “The law of kindness,” emphat- 
ically, “was on his tongue.” He was very 
unwilling to believe evil of any one; his soul 
recoiled from distrust and harsh judgment of 
his brethren. He loved the Church with all 
his soul — felt the deepest sympathy for awak- 
ened sinners, and no work was more delightful 
to him than to point them to the cross of 
Christ. His faith was implicit; doubt was 
treason, indeed, in his eyes. Having the most 
entire trust in Divine Providence, he bore 
great afflictions with patience and resignation, 
never murmuring or yielding to heaviness of 
heart, even when the loss of his only son, whom 
he had regarded as the comfort of his old age, 
seemed to destroy his earthly hopes. A day or 
two before his death, he said, in reply to a 
question as to what his state of mind was, 
“My trust in God has never wavered, even in 
the deepest of my afflictions.” He had a pre- 
sentiment of approaching death, even before 
his sickness; and when that fatal illness began, 
he spoke of death as expected. Often, when 
able to speak but little, his gestures and ex- 
clamations indicated a state of solemn and fer- 
vent prayer. No exclamation of impatience 
escaped his lips; every little attention was 
gratefully acknowledged; and so, buoyed by 
the hope of eternal life, with firm trust in 
Jesus, and entire resignation to his will, he 
died in peace. His remains are interred within 
the College-grounds at Murfreesboro, where 
some of the earlier years of his ministry were 
spent, and where it pleased God it should close. 
In the good providence of God, he was per- 
mitted to attend the last session of our Con- 
ference. For that reunion with his brethren 
he greatly longed, having been unable to go 
for a number of years past. He greatly en- 
joyed his visit to Portsmouth. It was his last 
greeting of his brethren in their annual assem- 
bly. This year we meet without him. 

William McKendree Jerdone was born 
in the county of New Kent, Va., May 1, 1842. 
Shortly afterward, his parents removed to the 
county of Orange, where he was reared, and 
finally died. The minister who officiated at 
his baptism, from the association of his name, 
prayed that he might become a minister of the 
gospel. He commenced his academical studies 
with Dr. Gessner Harrison, of Albemarle 
county, Va., and subsequently completed them 
at Randolph Macon College, in the county of 
Mecklenburg. He embraced religion in the 
spring of 1860, in the eighteenth year of his 
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age, and connected himself with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, at Orange Court- 
house. He soon felt it to be his duty to preach 
the gospel, but, under the influence of tempta- 
tion, resisted the feeling for several years. At 
length, in the year 1805, he obeyed the heav- 
enly call, obtained license to preach, and was 
employed, by the Presiding Elder, on Albe- 
marle Circuit. In the year 1860, he labored in 
the same way on Gloucester Circuit. In the 
autumn of that year, he was recommended to 
the Virginia Conference, and, having already 
traveled two years, he was received, and or- 
dained deacon. In 1867, he labored on Clover 
Hill Circuit, in the county of Chesterfield. In 
1868 and 1869, he was stationed on Beaver 
Dam Circuit, in the county of Louisa. In 
1870, he labored on Howardsville Circuit, in 
the county of Albemarle. He filled all these 
appointments with credit to himself and satis- 
faction to the people. For several years he 
had been threatened with a bronchial affection, 
which became so serious on his last field of 
labor that his friends begged him to desist from 
traveling, and to rest awhile; but, such was 
his zeal in the cause of his Master, he contin- 
ued to preach as long as he was able to do so 
with any degree of impunity. At length, he 
sought and obtained & transfer to the Florida 
Conference, hoping that the air and the aroma 
of that land of flowers might be the means, 
under the blessing of God, of restoring his 
health. But he was mistaken, and, in the be- 
ginning of the present year, he returned to his 
native State; and at Bloomsburg, the residence" 
of his father, amid the red hills of Orange 
county, he breathed his last, in the month of 
June, with peaceful resignation to the will of 
God, and a cheerful hope of eternal life. He 
was a pious, zealous, and promising young 
preacher. His course was brief and brilliant. 

Charles H. Hall was born in Fayetteville, 
N. C., April 18, 1831, and died in the city of 
Petersburg, Va., Aug. 22, 1872. A child of 
highly honorable and Christian parents, he was 
converted to God in his thirteenth year, and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. He 
became a student at Randolph Macon College, 
and graduated with high distinction in 1853. 
In October of that year, in the city of Lynch- 
burg, he was received on probation into the 
Virginia Annual Conference. At the close of 
his probation, he w r as admitted into full con- 
nection, and ordained deacon, by Bishop An- 
drew, in the fall of 1855, in the city of Peters- 
burg, Va. In the fall of 1857, in Elizabeth 
City, N. C., he was ordained as elder by Bishop 
Pierce. His first appointment was the Farm- 
ville (V a.) Station. His second, the Greenville 
Circuit. His third, the Eastville Circuit, on 
the Eastern Shore of Virginia. Though he 
spent but a year each on these charges, his 
ministry made deep and lasting impressions, 
which are cherished to this day. From the 
last named appointment he was sent to Lynch- 
burg, in charge of what is now known as Cen- 
tenary Church, where he remained two years; 



thence to Dinwiddie-street Church, Portsmouth, 
for two years; thence to Washington-street 
Church, Petersburg, for two years; and thence 
to the church in Danville, Va. In the latter 
charge he spent three years. At the session of 
the Conference held in Danville, at the close 
of his third year there, he asked for and was 
granted a certificate of location. This action 
of his created surprise and deep regret among 
his brethren and friends. But the hand of the 
Lord guided his servant. In a short time after 
his location, he was called to the pastorate of 
a large and important charge, the “Trinity In- 
dependent Methodist Church,” in the city- of 
Baltimore, Md., where he remained three years. 
His labors in that charge, as elsewhere, were 
marked with great zeal and attended with 
God’s blessing, and it is believed contributed 
much toward bringing that church into the 
communion of Southern Methodism. At the 
close of his third year there, he resigned the 
pastoral charge of the church and again en- 
tered the Virginia Conference, and was sta- 
tioned, for the second time, at "Washington- 
street Church, Petersburg, Va. Had he "lived 
to this session of Conference, he would have 
completed his fourth year in this charge under 
his last appointment, thus making six years in 
all, or about one-third of his Avliole ministry, 
spent in the same field of labor. While loved 
and honored in every pastoral charge he served, 
it was here, where he was best known, that he 
was most deeply loved. Rarely has it fallen 
to the fortunes of any minister, in the same 
space of time, to gather to himself such uni- 
versal admiration, esteem, and affection as 
Charles H. Hall enjoyed from the citizens of 
Petersburg. NatimThad endowed him with 
rare gifts, and such was the fidelity with which 
he had improved them,, and the redeeming 
power of Divine grace upon them, that he rap- 
idly rose to distinction and took position, by 
public suffrage as well as that of his own 
Church, among the ablest ministers of our 
State. He had reached a position among us 
where the highest honors in our gift, as a min- 
istry and Church, were not only awaiting him, 
but were, in part, being bestowed upon him. 
He was a most diligent and faithful pastor, a 
constant student, a hard, self-sacrificing worker. 
He would persist, often, in the most exhaustive 
work for the Church, when physically unable 
to endure it, and against the earnest remon- 
strances of friends. It is believed that his 
death (to us, seemingly, so untimely) was much 
hastened by his self-consuming zeal. The six 
years intervening between his first and second 
appointment to Washington-street Church had 
been marked by most earnest, anxious toil 
in other fields. From these he brought back 
to his old charge such enlarged stores of learn- 
ing, ripened scholarship, intensified zeal, and 
completeness of consecration to his Master and 
work as became the unerring prophecies of in- 
creased usefulness and popular favor. But a 
few months elapsed before his labors were 
blessed here with a gracious revival, resulting 
in the conversion of about one hundred souls. 
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Perhaps at no former period of his ministry*did 
lie study and work harder than during the past 
four years of his life. The result was the dis- 
play of such an ever-increasing measure of in- 
tellectual force, in his pulpit ministrations, as 
to arrest the attention and excite the interest 
of the whole community. His sermons were 
marked by a rare depth and independence of 
thought, and his methods of treatment often 
by a striking and most impressive originality. 
They combined varied research, simplicity and 
earnestness of manner, a chaste and forcible 
style, with such persuasiveness as to attract to 
his ministry all classes, and elicit from them 
the highest commendations. In his social in- 
tercourse, he displayed such urbanity, gentle 
dignity, broad character, tender sympathy, and 
sweetness of spirit as to win and retain not 
simply admiration, hut the warmest affection 
of his people. Such, in a word, was the influ- 
ence of his character among all classes that 
‘ none named him but to praise.” Winning 
his way thus to public esteem and devotion, 
when the announcement came that his health 
nad failed, and that the shadow of death was 
impending over his “burning and shining” 
pathway, a gloom settled upon the hearts of his 
friends. Could tender affection and earnest 
prayer have availed, he would have been with 
us now, in all the glory of his ripened man- 
hood and noble work. But he is gone! The 
Master has called him from labor to rest, from 
warfare to victory, from the cross to the crown. 
Our hearts are smitten and sorrowful. We 
murmur not, hut we are bereaved! Our Con- 
ference is bereaved! Our Church is bereaved! 
We weep to miss from our side, hereafter, a 
friend so loved. We sorrow to lose an exam- 
ple so bright, a co-laborer so successful, a com- 
rade so noble, a leader so trustworthy from the 
hosts of our Israel. But we have comfort, too. 
He has left us an inspiring legacy in his life, 
work, and character. He fought the battle of 
life bravely. He endured patiently. He fell 
at his post, with faith’s victorious flag floating 
peacefully over him. His burning zeal has 
made radiant his foot-prints, and will long an- 
imate us. His health had been gradually fail- 
ing for five or six months, and some three 
months before his health had become so feeble 
he had to desist from preaching. This was a 
sore trial to him, but his faith and patience 
were equal to the demands of the hour. He 
bore his afflictions without a murmur. He ac- 
cepted them as a needed discipline, and declared 
that, such had been God’s goodness to him, he 
could not dare entertain one thought of com- 
plaint. He was hopeful of recovery even 
when others had despaired of it for him. This 
fact, however, did not impair his faith and 
composure when the announcement came to 
him that he must die. In reply to it, he quietly 
said to his attending physician, a loved friend, 
“I am in the hands of the Lord, and am not 
afraid to die.” To another friend lie said, just 
a few hours before his death, “I am all stained 
with sin, but the blood of Christ can cleanse it 
all away; and my trust is in him! I trust him 



implicitly.” He retained his consciousness to 
the last, and gave most tender and affecting 
farewells to the many friends who surrounded 
him in his dying hours, bidding them meet 
him in heaven. A few minutes before dying, 
he left the following messages, which are given 
as nearly as possible in his own language: 1. 
To the churches. “ The Lord bless my church, 
and bless Market-street and High-street church- 
es, and give them the spirit of unity; and bless 
all the churches, and make them a mighty 
power in his cause, through the blessed Sav- 
iour.” 2. To the Conference. “The Lord 
bless and keep them, be gracious to them, and 
strengthen their hands for his work, and crown 
them with his favor, and bring them to his 
rest, through the blessed Saviour.” A few 
moments later, and he sweetly “fell on sleep” 
in the arms of his Saviour. His funeral- 
serv.ice was conducted, in his church, by Bishop 
Doggett, and was attended by nearly two thou- 
sand persons — all classes uniting to testify 
their sense of the loss society at large, as well 
as his own church, had sustained by his death. 
Thus has passed away from our itinerant ranks 
to the better world one of the noblest, bravest, 
and sweetest spirits God ever gave to the toils 
and companionships of the earth.

Thomas K. Munsey. 1. 

Thomas Kennerly Munsey was born in 
Giles county, Va., Sept. 7, 1816. He joined 
the Methodist Church Sept. 7, 1834, the day 
he was eighteen years old, and soon after was 
converted to God. He was admitted on trial 
into the traveling connection of the Holston 
Conference in the autumn of 1839, in the 
twenty-fourth year of his age. His first charge 
was the Rogersville Circuit, which then con- 
tained twenty-eight appointments, and which, 
at the close of the year, had not paid him sixty 
dollars, all told. But he had received the 
charge, “Son, go work to-day in my vineyard,” 
and thus the mighty imperatives of duty urged 
him on in his Master’s service. He had put 
his hands to the gospel-plow, and he dared not 
turn back, for the itinerant fires burned in his 
soul until the day of his death. But God’s 
ways are mysterious, and his reasons are often 
hid from sense. Brother Munsey was permit- 
ted tadabor only about six years until his itin- 
e^jpBfcijrse began to be interrupted. The 
irBlious, fatal hand of consumption seized 
hflp in the morning of his life, and in the 
mmst of his usefulness. His health failed in 
1846, and he was compelled, for a time, to 
abandon his work ; and from that time he be- 
came a sufferer. But whenever sufficiently re- 
cruited, he was found resuming his duties; but, 
time and again, he was forced to suspend that 
work in which his soul loved ever to engage — 
the faithful preaching of the word. Brother 
Munsey was a devoted Methodist — devoted to 
our doctrine and discipline, and one of the 
most able defenders of our doctrines which the 
Holston Conference ever had. As a circuit 
and station preacher, and as a Presiding Elder, 



he was faithful, punctual, and efficient. As a 
preacher, he was doctrinal, earnest, eloquent, 
and — best of all — effective. But if he was 
strictly devoted as a Methodist, he was more 
devoted as a Christian: he loved Methodism 
much, he loved Christ more. His religion was 
deep, steady, fixed in the soul — generally calm, 
serene, quiet, like the silent flow of the silver 
stream through meads of verdure and flowers, 
but occasionally like the torrent rushing from 
the grandeur of its native mountain-home. 
His was a strong, steady light, that grew with 
brightness increased until his latest day. The 
last few years of Brother Munsey’s life were 
painful in the extreme; but, amid it all, he was 
never known to murmur, but bowed, with pa- 
tient, Christian resignation, to the will of Him 
who is too wise to err, and too holy to do 
wrong. His last and fatal illness was of sev- 
eral weeks’ continuance, but amid it all there 
was the outbeaming of that inner life so firmly 
fixed of God in the soul. No one who visited 
him could help feeling that he stood where 
the very angels seemed to linger, and God de- 
lighted to commune with his people. He said 
he had an overwhelming sense of gratitude to 
God for his mercy. There was never the 
slightest misgiving of his faith, or the shadow 
of a fear to meet in his own dominion the 
dreaded “king of terrors.” It was a glorious 
victory, won through the power of the cross. 
When asked what great doctrine, or principle, 
he would enforce with more earnestness, were 
his life to be lived again, he answered: “More 
devotedness to the gospel — more entire conse- 
cration to the cross.” He sweetly fell asleep 
in Jesus about five o’clock in the evening of 
July 4, 1872. He died, like a Christian patriarch, 
in the midst of his family and friends, and 
died, as he had lived, a devoted servant of God. 
He died without a struggle or a groan. It 
was a gentle dying away, like the little wave 
receding from the shore — like the last pale 
smile of day, as it lingers on the mountain-top; 
or like the gentle, modest retiring of the star 
of morning into the deep ethereal, resplendent 
glory of day. As a father, Brother Munsey 
was kind, conscientious, and affectionate, car- 
ing much for the souls as well as for the nat- 
ural wants of his family. One of his last 
requests was, “Tell the preachers, at Confer- 
ence, to be fathers and brothers to my wife and 
daughters, and to pray for the conversion of 
my little boys;” and again said he, “Tell all 
the preachers how I loved them.” His last at- 
testation was, “The door is open.”

Charles Betts was, at the time of his 
death, with perhaps one exception, the oldest 
preacher in the Conference. He was born in 
North Carolina, in the year 1800, and converted 
to God in his sixteenth year. He was at once 



made the leader of a class in Wilmington, N. 
C., of which Mrs. Hatridge, of precious mem- 
ory, Mrs. W. M. Kennedy, and others of liko 
precious faith, were members. He entered the 
traveling ministry in Jan., 1818, at the Con- 
ference held at Augusta, Ga. By his deep 
piety, his vigorous intellect, and his great suc- 
cess in the work of the ministry, he soon at- 
tained to a leading position among his bretl*ren. 
He was honored with frequent elections to the 
General Conference, and also with the charge 
of the largest and most important appoint- 
ments in the Conference, which, when he joined, 
extended from Cape Fear River, in North Car- 
olina, to the Chattahoochee, in Alabama. 
Brother Betts was always a warm and earnest 
preacher, but at times his preaching was with 
great effect — with power, and with the Holy 
Ghost, and with much assurance. He had a 
well-knit and powerful physical frame, and, 
in the run of fifty-two years in the itinerant 
ministry, he taxed it to its. utmost ability. 
During all this long time, he never turned a 
weather-§ide to the storm till almost the very 
close of his life. He continued effective until 
the end of 1871, when, at the Conference held 
in Spartanburg, his name was at last placed 
upon the list of superannuated preachers. 
Even then, to a looker-on, his eye was not 
dimmed nor his natural force abated. The 
final catastrophe was, however, close at hand. 
Early in the year, he left his home on the sea- 
shore to meet his Presiding Elder at Conway- 
boro on business relating to the interests of the 
Church. The weather was extremely cold, and 
he was out in the sleet and rain. In the ex- 
posure, he received his mortal arrow; and al- 
though his powerful frame made a vigorous 
struggle, yet it was evident, even to himself, 
that his hour was nearly come. He arranged 
his temporal business, set his house in order, 
and patiently waited all the days of his ap- 
pointed time until his change came. About 
the middle of April, at the house of his son- 
in-law, Dr. E. B. Smith, he spent a comforta- 
ble afternoon, talking cheerfully with the fam- 
ily, and retiring to bed as usual. Shortly after, 
the family were attracted by his heavy breath- 
ing, and, upon reaching his bedside, Dr. Smith 
found him passing through the valley of the 
shadow of death. In a few moments he was 
gone. Thus passed away Charles Betts, a good 
man, a faithful friend, and a blessed servant of 
the Church. 

Alexander L. Smith was born in Marlboro 
District, S. C., Dec. 5, 1823, and died in Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., Aug. 25, 1872, in the forty- 
ninth year of his age. He was received into 
the Conference, on trial, in 1847, and for twenty 
years remained effective. One year he sus- 
tained a supernumerary relation, and for nearly 
four years was superannuated. He was a quiet 
and unassuming man, of genuine piety, and 
devotion to the cause of God. Of sound mind 
and good preaching ability, he labored accept- 
ably and usefully in the various fields assigned 
him by the Church; nor did he retire from the 
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effective ranks until compelled by failing 
health. 'While supernumerary and superan- 
nuated, he labored to the extent of his ability, 
and endeared himself to the community in 
. ■which he resided, making the people to feel 
that, verily, a man of God was among them. 
His last illness was protracted and painful, but 
he endured “as seeing Him who is invisible.” 
Hesvas calm, peaceful, and resigned, knowing 
in whom he believed. For some days previous 
to his death, he was delirious and unconscious, 
which fact prevented him from giving his tes- 
timony of the triumphs of grace in death; but, 
having secured, retained, and exemplified the 
righteousness which is of God, through faith 
in Christ, we are assured there is hope in his 
death. 

Christopher Thomason was born in Green- 
ville District, S. C., and entered the ministry 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
Dec., 1863, and died in peace at Union ville 
Nov. 23, 1872. Truly, it may be said of our be- 
loved brother that he ceased at once to work and 
live. Devoted to the great work in which he 
was engaged, and on which his thoughts and 
affections were centered, he pressed steadily 
on in the discharge of his duty until the 
messenger said, “It is enough;” then, calmly, 
he resigned himself to the will of God, with a 
faith that could not be shaken, a hope that was 
not dimmed, and bade adieu to wife and chil- 
dren, and friends and work, and went to his 
reward. For nearly nine years, our brother 
was engaged in the regular itinerant work. 
Called early in life to teach the great truths of 
the gospel, he prepared himself for the duty 
before him, and at once entered upon his mis- 
sion. He was an earnest, faithful, devoted 
minister of Christ. Modest and retiring al- 
most to a fault, only those who knew him best 
could appreciate the loveliness of his character. 
And a Church, a community, in mourning, at- 
test his worth and their loss. As a preacher, 
Brother Thomason was clear, earnest, forcible; 
as a pastor, watchful, diligent, laborious; as a 
husband and father, tender and affectionate. 
He leaves, as a legacy to his family and the 
Church, a character without spot, a short life 
abundant in labors, and the dying testimony, 
“I know in whom I have trusted.”

John Blakely Smith was born in Char- 
lotte. N. C., June 11. 1820, and died near Amer- 
icus. Ga., Sept. 80. 1872. That period between 
these dates marks a life rich and varied in its 
experiences, and replete with success and use- 
fulness. Though reared a Presbyterian, he 
was gay and irreligious until he was twenty- 
three years of age. In the year 1843 he was 
happily converted to God during a revival of 
religion in Newnan, Ga., and joined the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. Very soon after his 
conversion, he felt called to the “office and 
work of the ministry;” but he hesitated for 
several vears, only because he feared making a 
roistakein a calling so sacred and so holy. At 
length he was smitten by sickness — about the 
only severe illness he ever had — and then he 
resolved to give up all worldly business, and 
consecrate himself to God and the work of the 
ministry. He was immediately, and it ap- 
peared almost miraculously, restored to health; 
was licensed to preach, and soon thereafter, in 
Dec., 1847, was admitted into the Georgia Con- 
ference, of which, and the South Georgia Con- 
ference-after the division of the Georgia Con- 
ference — he continued an active, laborious, and 
useful member until his death — a period of 
twenty-five years. Nine of these years, and 
part of a tenth, he was on circuits; the remain- 
der of the tenth year he was Sunday-school 
Agent of the South Georgia Conference. Three 
years he was Agent of the American Tract So- 
ciety; three years he acted as Agent of the 
AVesleyan Female College; three, years he 
served* a station; and six years he was Presid- 
ing Elder. All of these different appointments 
he filled with acceptability, efficiency, and ex- 



tensive usefulness. Whether we view Brother 
Smith as a man, as a Christian, or as a minister 
of religion, we find in him very much to ad- 
mire and to imitate. As a man, he was genial 
and vivacious. Wherever he sojourned cheer- 
fulness and gladness were constant guests. The 
young as well as the old, even the little chil- 
dren, were delighted to see him come and hear 
him talk. Without times of despondency, and 
without seasons of enthusiasm, his social life 
was a happy medium between the somber and 
the hilarious. In his Christian life he was ever 
hopeful and full of faith. His communion 
with God was almost constant. Without ar-' 
rogating to himself any thing but that which 
he received from the Lord Jesus, he claimed to 
know, for himself, that the blood of Christ 
cleanseth from all sin; and this high claim he 
attested by the purity of his spirit and the up- 
rightness of his conduct. In his family rela- 
tions he was exceedingly felicitous. His wifp 
was made to rejoice, and his children were 
gladdened, at his coming. The virtues of his 
social and Christian life shone as brightly in 
his own dear home as elsewhere. WTioever 
witnessed his walk at home could not but feel 
that in him was found an example of the in- 
fluence of sanctified sociality upon a house- 
hold. He was elected Secretary of the Geor- 
gia Conference in 1850, which office he held 
until the day of his death, a period of twenty- 
two years. There were times when he could 
have been relieved from the labors of this office, 
if he had insisted, he being a Presiding Elder; 
but he would not insist, thus manifesting his 
disposition to serve the Church to the utmost 
of his ability. He carried into this office the 
conscientiousness which was characteristic of 
the man. In the discharge of the duties of 
this office lie was neat, prompt, diligent,- accu- 
■ rate, and faithful. He was a good preacher, 
i As a minister of the gospel of Christ, he pos- 
1 sessed, combined, and used with great success, 
three elements: simplicity, earnestness, and 
i unction. His style was neat. He clothed his 
t messages in pure and simple language. All 
5 could "understand when he spoke. His sincere 
3 love for God inspired within him a deep and an 
1 abiding affection for souls; hence, he preached 
e with great earnestness. He forgot himself, 

- and was careful only for the honor and glory 
; of his Master in heaven. He had the Spirit 
a of God with him, to make his simplicity pow- 

- erful and to intensify his earnestness. He 
i- rarely ever preached without giving signs of 
i- the presence of the Holy Ghost. The themes 
d contained in the gospel were those upon which 
f he delighted to dwell, without manifesting any 
d special fondness for one above another. He 
i- sought, in both the choice and application of 
d his subjects, to be appropriate, pointed, and 
?e forcible. He always looked to the salvation of 
o- souls in the presentation of his thoughts, 
le Neither the praises nor the disapproval of men 
le were any thing to him when souls were con- 
d- cerned, and where truth was involved. AVitli 
ts him sin was sin, no matter where or in whom 
x- found, and he never failed to rebuke it in 
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strong and unequivocal terms. His love for 
souls led him to expose their guilt and ruin. 
He knew how and when to comfort those bur- 
dened with a sense of sin or distressed by 
temptations and the sorrows of this life. To 
all such he presented Christ and the promises 
of Holy Writ with a tenderness and love 
which rarely failed in their results. He would 
sometimes regale his hearers with visions of 
“the better land.” so as to awaken in all the 
desire to go thither. He could tell of “friends 
gone before,” of “angels robed in their gar- 
ments of white,” of the “New Jerusalem,” and 
“the rest of the saints,” until many hearts were 
melted into tenderness and filled with longings 
to enter that “immortal home.” He was a 
“weeping prophet,” moving his hearers more 
frequently by the earnestness of his soul and 
the power of his tears than by the beauty of 
his diction or the profoundness of his reason- 
ing. Well-nigh ail of his sermons were inter- 
spersed with recitals of short, appropriate, and 
forcible incidents and narratives, taken from 
human life, which added to the effectiveness of 
his preaching. As is manifest from the char- 
acter of the works which he served, and his 
great success in them, he was a preacher of 
versatile talent — not adapted to anv one style 
of appointments, but able to fill any appoint- 
ment in the gift of the Conference. Whether 
on a circuit or a station, in an agency or on a 
District, he rose to the level of his position, 
and was quite equal to the emergency. He 
was at home in any position; in the pulpit in 
the country, in the pulpit in the city, in the 
responsible office of Presiding Eider, every- 
where, he -was easy, save that earnest wrestling 
for the salvation of souls which marked his 
entire ministerial career. By the urbanitv of 
his manners, the candor of his spirit, and' the 
deep sympathies of his soul, he won the confi- 
dence and esteem of Avell-nigh all Avith Avhom 
he came in contact. There are few, if any, 
amongst us who haA-e been instrumental in 
winning as many souls to Christ as J. Blakely 
Smith. One Avho knew him Avell said of him: 
“He has Avorked more, wept more, praved 
more, and preached more than any man I ever 
kneAV.” The last six months of his ministry 
were marked by extraordinary fer\ T or and 
poAver. He labored as if the words of Christ 
were constantly echoing in his heart: “I must 
work the Avorks of Him that sent me while it 
is day; the night cometh Avhen no man can 
work.” His end approached, although there 
were no visible signs of its coming. He left 
home on the morning of Sept. 27^ to attend 
one of his quarterly-meetings, looking remark- 
s\bly well. He preached that evening, AA'ent a 
feAv miles next day, preached twice, and held 
Quarterly Conference. On the next day, Sab- 
bath, he conducted love-feast and preached 
twice. In the evening, he Avent home Avith 
Bt other TV ilson to spend the night, apparently 
Vr exce ^ en ^ health and most cheerful spirits. 
Monday morning, rising A’ery early, as was his 
custom, lie Avalked into the yard, Avas seen to 
lean for a feAv moments against the fence, and 



then fall heavily to the ground. Brother 
Wilson Avas immediately called, and, hastening 
to his assistance, found him unconscious. He 
rallied, however, and, Avith some assistance, 
Avalked to the house. Thinking that he would 
soon be better, he declined lying down, but 
Avas soon compelled to do so.' In a few mo- 
ments his breathing became extremely difficult, 
and, turning to Brother Wilson, he gasped: 
“I believe I’m dying. If— I die— if I die— 
tell my wife — all is wefl — all is well.” Folding 
his hands on his breast, and looking upward, 
he whispered, “Precious Jesus — precious Je- 
sus,” and ceased to breathe. While living, he 
Avished to die at his post, Avith his armor’on, 
and bright from constant, untiring use. His 
Avish Avas gratified. He “ceased at once to 
Avork and live.” We miss him. As we turn 
to the Secretary’s table, we find him not there. 
His voice is no longer heard among us. At 
this Conference, Ave inscribe on the Journal: 
J. Blakely Smith is no more. 

Churchavell Anderson Crowell Avas 
born in Mecklenburg county, N. C., Sept. 15, 
1800, and died in Sumter county, Ga.. Jan. 10* 
1872. He Avas converted, and joined the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, in the summer of 1825; 
Avas licensed as an exhort<?r in Sept., 1820— as 
a preacher in Sept., 1828; admitted into the 
South Carolina Annual Conference in Jan., 
1829, and appointed junior preacher on the 
Warren Circuit, in Georgia. From this time 
until the year 18o0, he filled various appoint- 
ments in North and South Carolina, and Geor- 
gia, except tAvo of those years, Avhen he was 
supernumerary, owing to 'ill health. In Dec., 
1850, he Avas transferred to the Georgia Con- 
ference, and appointed to the Cassville Circuit 
in 1851 and 1852. In 1853, owing to afflictions, 
he was without appointment. In 1854, he was 
in charge of the Iron Works and Etowah Mis- 
sion, and located at the close of that vear. He 
was readmitted into the Georgia Conference in 
Dec., 1800, and appointed to "the Calhoun Cir- 
cuit in 1861; and at the close of this year, he 
again located. He was readmitted into the 
South Georgia Conference in Dec., 1867, ana 
appointed to the Weston Circuit for 1868; to 
the Terrell Circuit 1869; to the Hamilton Cir- 
cuit 18i0; to the Magnolia Springs Circuit 
1871; and to the Ella\ulle Circuit 1872. But 
he was not permitted by the Great Shepherd 
to take charge of this last appointment. He 
Avas making all his arrangements to remove to 
liis neAv field of labor, Avhen he Avas suddenl v 
stricken by disease, and, after a short though 
painful illness, died. So severe Avas his attack 
that, ft om the second day of his sickness, he 
Avas entirely helpless.

Thus died, without a struggle, our dear Brother 
Charles R. Jewett. His remains sleep in the 
cemetery at Fort Valley, Ga. His spirit, 
doubtless, inhabits the tabernacle not made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens. 

John H. Robinson was born in Fairfield 
District, S. C., Nov. 9, 1801, and died in Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., July 13, 1872. He was but a 
child when his parents removed with him to 
Jones county, Ga., where, at the age of seven- 
teen, he was converted, at a camp-meeting, and 
' joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. When 

eighteen years of age, he was licensed as an 
exhorter. The exact time when he was licensed 
to preach is not known. He was admitted into 
the South Carolina Conference in 1821. In 
Jan., 1826, he was ordained Elder in Milledge- 
ville, Ga., by Bishop Soule. He was a member 
of the South Carolina Conference for about 
twenty-nine years, but what appointments he 
served, and when he located, we have not been 
able to ascertain. In 1858 he removed to 
Georgia, and was readmitted into the Georgia 
Conference in December of that year. He was 
appointed to the Cusseta Circuit and Colored 
Mission in 1859, to the Butler Circuit in 1860, 
and at the close of that year was superannu- 
ated, and continued in this relation until his 
death. Thus ended his itinerant career, but 
not his active labors, for, during the twelve 
years that he sustained a superannuated rela- 
tion to the Conference, he was abundant in 
labors, preaching almost every Sabbath, in his 
own or in some contiguous neighborhood. 
Words are hardly sufficient to estimate the 
value, or measure the influence, of one so pure 
in heart and so devoted in life as was Brother 
Robinson. In the social circle his spirit was 
eminently genial and lively, without hilarity. 
He was ever careful to avoid a melancholy 
mood on the one hand, and a frivolous manner 
on the other. While his whole manner was 
cheerful and lively, it was also pure and chaste. 
He never lost sight of the fact that his Divine 
Master expected him to exert that saving in- 
fluence which would liken him to salt. He 
was the embodiment of honesty and candor in 
all his intercourse with the world. Being far 
above doing any thing which he believed to be 
wrong, he was equally above conniving at such 
in others. Possessing integrity and a high 
sense of honor and justice, he looked for and 
sought to beget in his fellow-men like virtues. 
As a Christian, he walked “in the fear of God 



and in the comfort of the Holy Ghost.” His 
hope was ardent, his faith was strong, his zeal 
was ever aglow, and his charity like the bounty 
of God, who “maketh his sun to rise on the 
evil and on the good, and sendeth rain on the 
just and on the unjust.” Being consistent in 
his walk, devoted to the cause of God, and a 
man. of great circumspection, he was never 
routed by his spiritual adversaries, but ever 
had his armor on and sword in hand, ready to 
do his Master’s bidding. In the power of 
prayer he has been but seldom excelled. He 
laid the hands of his faith upon the very horns 
of the altar, and communed with God as friend 
with friend. He was a preacher of the gospel 
for fifty years, and for thirty-one of those years 
an itinerant preacher. For this work he pos- 
sessed both natural and acquired abilities. His 
mind was well stored with theological lore. 
As a preacher, he was generally plain and 
practical, though very forcible. He usually 
elucidated and illustrated his theme in a plain 
but most convincing manner. His preaching 
was marked by exhibitions of Divine power. 
The Spirit of God rested on him. He had the 
“tongue of fire.” He fed on the truth which 
he offered to his hearers. Such beiiig the case, 
it is not wonderful that many dead souls were 
quickened into life and many sorrowful hearts 
made joyful under his ministry. He made no 
compromise with sin, in any of its phases, but, 
wherever and in whomsoever found, it always 
met with an honest rebuke from him. During 
his last illness, which was of about three weeks’ 
duration, he manifested no other than a meek, 
quiet, gentle, and submissive spirit. He ex- 
pressed his resignation to the will of God, 
thus: “I am willing to live, yet ready to die.” 
At another time, he said: “I can say, as did 
Paul, the great apostle, ‘ I have fought a good 
fight, I have kept the faith.’” Thus lived and 
thus died this brother beloved. The savor of 
his Christian life and the remembrance of his 
final triumph linger with us to encourage us in 
life’s strife, that we, with him, may be crowned 
victors in the end.

Robert E. Carey, son of Dr. W. A. and 
Mrs. M. Carey, was born in Lagrange, Frank- 
lin county, Alabama, February, 1846, and died 
in the city of Montgomery, Alabama, April 14, 
1872. His life, though brief, was eventful. 
Possessed of rare decision and intrepidity»of 
character, when the summons came for soldiers 
to defend Southern homes and liberties, the 
patriotic zeal of the hoy could not he restrained. 
Entering the service of the Confederate States, 
though scarcely sixteen years of age, he was 
elected third lieutenant by his company, which 
was attached to the Forty-fourth Regiment of 
Alabama Volunteers. No act of this young 
officer ever brought disgrace upon the cause 
he had so earnestly espoused; but his conduct, 
in camp and on the battle-plain, fully sustained 
the reputation for gallantry which the true sol- 
diers of the South had nobly won on more tlian 
fifty fields. He was severely wounded at the 
battle of Chickamauga, Sept. 19, 1863. At that 
time, the bone of his arm between the shoulder 
and the elbow was resected. Being thus dis- 
abled for active service, he was assigned to 
post-duty during the remainder of the war. 
He professed religion and joined the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South, in July, 1864. 
Soon after his conversion, he was made stew- 
ard. The energy and efficiency with which 
he discharged the duties of this office are 
worthy the imitation of many older brethren, 
who suffer their pastor to leave his work without 
receiving the amount of his short allowance. 
Though useful in his sphere, the Master had a 
higher work for his servant to perform. He 
heard the call, and cheerfully obeyed. Being 
deprived during the war, at the most auspicious 
season of life for mental culture, of all scholas- 
tic advantages, he greatly desired, after the 
surrender, to retrieve this misfortune. Could 
the Church, at that period, have afforded the 
privileges of her halls of learning to her in- 
quiring sons, how gladly would he have been 
numbered among those who sought knowledge 
in the “schools of the prophets.” However, 
the financial embarrassment which at that 
time palsied every enterprise of both Church 
and State, forbade the gratification of this com- 
mendable desire. He endeavored by private 
means to compensate in some degree for these 
disadvantages. During the year. 1865, he, in 
connection with Revs. E. West and W. Vest, 
formed a class, under suitable guidance, to 
qualify themselves for the responsible work of 
the ministry. He joined the Montgomery 
Conference, held at Lowndesboro, Ala., Nov. 
21, 1865. From that time until his death, he 
filled various appointments within the Ala- 
bama and North Alabama Conferences, with 
active zeal and efficiency, yearly adding many- 
new recruits to the Church. He was sent to 
Harpersville Circuit, in 1866; Ashville, in 
1867; East Selma, in 1868; Gadsden, in 1869; 



Cedar Bluff Circuit, in 1870; March 10, of this 
year, he was married to Miss S. C. Alexander, 
of Lowndesboro. He was transferred from 
the North Alabama to the Alabama Confer- 
ence in December, 1870, and appointed to the 
Notasulga Circuit for 1871. He was removed 
to the Rocky Mount Circuit in 1872. Here he 
made only one round, when he was taken sick 
Jan. 18. Feeling that the hour of his depart- 
ure was at hand, he evinced great, anxiety to 
he taken home. Fondly devoted to his mother, 
he hoped once again to look into the depths of 
her loving eyes, hear yet once more the tones 
of that gentle voice, and recline for the last 
time upon that faithful bosom, which had ever' 
been the refuge of his boyhood. Arriving at 
Montgomery, he was unable to travel any far- 
ther. Though denied the privilege of reaching 
his mother’s earthly home, it was his inestima- 
ble joy to be carried to our Father’s house in 
heaven. Throughout his illness he realized 
his situation, and manifested the readiness and 
resignation of the Christian to depart. His 
only concern was for the young wife he was 
leaving to buffet the storms of life alone. But 
even here, grace gloriously triumphed. Re- 
ceiving promises from kindred that she should 
be tenderly cared for, and commending her to 
the Judge of the widow, he was enabled to 
view their approaching separation with the 
calmness which faith alone could bestow. His 
dying utterances were the exultant notes of a 
victor, whose echoes, like the trumpet’s stirring 
tones, fell upon the hearts of loved ones left 
behind to struggle in the Christian conflict, 
encouraging them to press forward until “they 
too the prize shall gain.” AVhen asked by Dr. 
V adsworth if Christ was with him, he ex- 
claimed, with radiant countenance, “He has 
his arms all around me.” He then repeated, 

’T is religion that can give 

Sweetest pleasures while we live; 

’Tis religion must supply 

Solid comfort when we die. 

To his brethren in the ministry he sent the 
message: “Tell them I died right: to meet me 
in heaven.” Among his last words -was the 
consoling assurance sent to the mother he so 
much longed to see: “Tell ma I am safe; 1 
am safe.” Resting his faith upon that Jesus 
whom he had preached, he calmly passed from 
earth on Sabbath evening, to mingle in the 
worship of the unending "Sabbath of heaven. 
Thus, ere manhood’s early prime, with a wide 
career of usefulness before him, our brother has 
been called from the field of action to the 
mansions of repose. In his death, the world, 
the Church, and his stricken family are all be- 
reaved; hut while our tears must fall in sorrow 
over his life so brief, yet, in view of his de- 
parture so triumphant, we joyously exclaim: 
“Thanks be to God who giveth us the victory, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ!” 

John G. Rush was horn in Tuskaloosa, Ala., 
about the year 1821. From the facts gathered 
concerning him, we learn but little of "his early 
life. He was, however, brought up in the 
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humbler walks of life, laboring as a blacksmith \ 
up to the time at which he entered the minis- ‘ 
try. About the year 1840 he was converted 
to God and joined the Church. His conver- ] 
sion was clear and powerful, leaving no doubt 
as to his acceptance with God. He soon felt : 
called to the work of the ministry, and in the 
year 1843 he was admitted on trial in the 
Alabama Conference and appointed as junior 
preacher, under the Rev. "Walter H. McDaniel, 
on the Cedar Creek Circuit. In this position 
he acquitted himself with more than ordinary 
ability, his preaching being often attended 
with "power and demonstration of the Spirit. 
He made rapid improvement as a minister, 
which was owing very largely to his indomita- 
ble energy, his piety, and his very tenacious 
memory^" In 1852 he married, and soon after 
he asked for and obtained a location, in which 
relation he remained for only a few years. 
"We find him again in the itinerant ranks 
about the year 1854. After this he filled sev- 
eral appointments near his home, and in 1863 
he was appointed to the Meridian Circuit, 
which he served only a part of the year, in 
consequence of an injury received by him in 
falling from the cars. From this lie never 
fully recovered. His health from this time 
began to decline, so that, at the end of this 
year, he was placed in a supernumerary rela- 
tion, and the next year in a superannuated re- 
lation, in which relation he remained till the 
dav of his death. For several years he was 
the subject of painful affliction, which often 
made him irritable, and sometimes he even 
seemed to be peevish and fretful; yet, amid 
the most painful and fitful hours of his dis- 
eased state, he was a man of more than ordi- 
nary compassion and sympathy. The poor 
and distressed could ever look to him, with 
perfect confidence, for help. In many instances 
he was both physician and nurse in the sick- 
room. He not only gave his time, but also his 
means, to bring comfort to orphanage and af- 
fliction. Early in the present year it became 
apparent to his neighbors and acquaintances 
that his stay here was short; but still his en- 
ergy for a "time sustained him, and though 
often looking more like a dead man than a 
living one, he was seen passing through the 
country attending to the business of life. 
About the middle of February last, he took 
his bed for the last time, and, for several days, 
he suffered more than tongue can express. 
His distress was of a complex kind, being 
bodily, mental, and spiritual. He seemed to 
be more anxious about his soul than otherwise, 
notwithstanding his excruciating bodily suffer- 
ing. Often in the intervals of his pain he 
would say: “O where am I going? What 
will become of me?” It is known that from 
domestic troubles he had lost much of his 
early piety and power, and now, that the final 
struggle had come, he did not feel his. way 
clear. But it pleased God not to allow him to 
remain in this doubtful state; he, as he had 
done in other days, prayed earnestly to God, 
exercising the same faith that had been power- 



ful in his conversion, and soon he exclaimed: 
“I am free from Satan! Heaven is my home! 
Hallelujah!” In this state he continued till 
he breathed his last, which occurred Feb. 28, 
1872. Thus passed away one whom we loved, 
and whose memory we will cherish in our 
hearts, till we, like him, shall lay off the armor 
and take on the crown. 



Jacob M. Jennings, A.M., M.D., was born 
in* New London, Campbell county, Va., June 
4, 1804, and died in Greenville, Butler county, 
Ala., Oct. 1. 1872. He was a son of the Rev. 
Samuel K. Jennings, M.D., an eminent patri- 
arch of the Methodist Protestant Church. 
While an infant, the subject of this notice was 
dedicated to God in baptism, and though after- 
ward led into wickedness by youthful associates, 
he did not forget that the vows of God were 
upon him. Before he had gone very far in 
sin, he attended to the wooings of the Holy 
Spirit, and returned to the bosom of the Church 
and the arms of Jesus. Sometime during the 
year 1827 he was licensed to preach in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Soon after, he 
became a member of the Methodist Protestant 
Church, in which he traveled as an itinerant 
four years. Shortly after the completion of 
his fourth year in the ministry of that Church, 
he came to Alabama, and affiliated with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. He did 
this by the counsel of his venerable father. 
Settling in Tuskaloosa, he organized the school 
that afterward developed into the Tuskaloosa 
Female College. In 1853 he was received into 
the Alabama Conference, and served with 
much acceptability the following charges: 
1854, Pickens Circuit; 1855, 1856, Lowndes- 
boro and Haynesville; 1857, Auburn Station; 
1858, Dayton; 1859, 1860, and part of 1861, 
he was Presiding Elder on the Lowndesboro 
District. In the spring of 1861 he became 
chaplain of the Third Alabama Regiment, and 
filled that position up to the close of 1862. He 
was superannuated from that time till his death. 
He was a preacher of no ordinary ability. 
Like most preachers, his pulpit efforts were 
unequal; but when fully himself, and his 
whole being permeated by the Holy Ghost, 
then his word was with power — then he was 
eloquent, rising sometimes to the regions of 
the sublime. Many were converted by his 
instrumentality, and many stars will deck the 
crown given him in the last day. Almost lit- 
erally he died upon his knees. He was pray- 
ing with his family Avhen he was struck with 
paralysis, which speedily terminated his life. 
He was ready when the messenger came, and 
sweetly breathed away his life — his soul — into 
the hands of God.

E. B. Norton was dedicated to God by his 
parents in his infancy, converted in his child- 
hood, and grew up a member of the Church. 
For the past fifteen years he was engaged in 
the work of an itinerant minister, during 
which time he filled various appointments in 
the Alabama, Montgomery, and North Ala- 
bama Conferences. Brother Norton was a 
good preacher. His sermons were generally 
instructive, clear, eloquent, and effective. Few 
persons could listen unmoved to his earnest 
appeals and pathetic strains. He was also a 
good singer. His voice, being naturally rich 



in the sweetness and smoothness of its tones, 
had been cultivated with considerable care, and 
the effect produced by the inspiration of his 
song was often greater than that produced by 
the eloquence of his sermons. But, above all, 
he excelled as a pastor, committing himself 
fully to every movement and entering heartily 
into every enterprise which had for its object 
the glory of God and the salvation of souls. 
He delightedly looked after and assiduously 
labored to develop all the interests of the 
Church. Through his instrumentality hun- 
dreds were brought to repentance and the Sav- 
iour. Among those who stand up for Jesus in 
the various counties over which he traveled 
are found many seals to his ministry. He 
sowed bountifully in every field assigned him, 
and the harvest of thirty, forty, sixty, and a 
hundred-fold has been, is being, and will be 
gathered into heavenly garners. The validity 
of his commission was attested by living epis- 
tles, “known and read of all men.” The pol- 
ished stones in the spiritual building show the 
impress of his chisel, and prove him to have 
been a master- workman. The winding up of 
his life-long work was a sermon from the 
words, “Prepare to meet thy God.” The 
solemn note of warning falls with unusual 
weight upon the sinner’s heart, causing the un- 
accustomed knee to bow. His last affliction 
was severe, but brief. The call of the Master 
was sudden, hut he was ready to go. 



AYm. Rhodes was born in Edgefield District, 
S. C., April 2G, 1797, and died in Jefferson 
county, Ala., June 1, 1872. Being desirous to 
flee tiie wrath to come, he connected himself 
with the Methodist Church in 1823, as a seeker 
of religion, and a few months after this act of 
consecration he experienced a change of heart. 
In 1836 he left his native State and removed 
to Cherokee county, Ala. He received author- 
ity from the Church to exercise his gifts as an 
exhorter, and labored efficiently in this capacity 
for several years before he obtained license to 
preach. He was admitted on trial into the 
Alabama Conference in 1841, and was sent by 
the Bishop to the Blountsville Circuit. In 1842 
he was appointed to the Jacksonville Circuit; 
in 1843, 1846, and 1847 to Cedar Bluff Circuit; 
in 1844, 1845, and 1848 to AVills’s A 7 alley Cir- 
cuit; and thence to the Harpersville Circuit. 
For the next ten years he filled various ap- 
pointments in the counties of St. Clair, DeKnlb, 
and Jackson. In 1860 his eyes became dis- 
eased, and, after causing him to suffer intensely 
for several months, terminated in total loss of 
sight. The following Conference gave him a 
superannuated relation, which was annually 
renewed until his death. The spirit of hero- 
ism which prompted the early fathers of Meth- 
odism to deeds of valor also animated Brother 
Rhodes to do and endure for that Saviour who 
labored, suffered, and died for all. He was 
devoted to the Church and firm in his princi- 
ples. He was a Unionist in his politics during 
the war, and when, after its close, a missionary 
from the Northern M. E. Church came from 
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Huntsville and found the blind old man sitting 
in his smoky hut, shivering over some dying 
embers, surrounded by poverty and want, he 
no doubt felt that the circumstances favored 
the accomplishment of his mission, and that he 
would be successful in securing the influence 
of this good man. But when the bait was 
dropped and the proposition made, the blind 
man replied: “ If you have come to preach the 
gospel of the Son of God and save the souls of 
men, I hid you God-speed; but if you have 
come to proselyte members from other Churches 
and buy up preachers, you may go back home, 
for, I tell you, sixty thousand dollars will not 
buy old blind Billie.’ Brother Rhodes was 
not an educated man, but the Lord had endued 
him with a strong practical mind. He was a 
man of faith and earnestness, and labored suc- 
cessfully in the vineyard of his Master. Many 
gracious revivals and large accessions to the 
Church were the results of his ministry. In 
his last illness he was patient and resigned, and 
was conscious of his approaching end. He 
gave directions in regard to his funeral-service, 
and requested that the Sunday-school with 
which he had for months been connected should 
assemble around his grave and sing the hymn 
commencing, “Amazing grace, how sweet" the 
sound.” 

E. A. West was born in Shelby county, 
Ala., May 14, 1836, and died in the same 
county, Nov. 6, 1872. He was licensed to 
preach in 1857, and went to school at Summer- 
field to prepare himself the better for his re- 
sponsible work. In Dec., 1861, he was admitted 
on trial into the Alabama Conference, held at 
Greensboro. During his first or second year 
in the Conference he went out in the service 
of the Confederate States, and made a good 
soldier until the war closed. He then returned, 
and in the interval of the Conference prose- 
cuted his studies for the work of the ministry. 
He went up in the autumn of 1865 and con- 
nected himself with the Montgomery wing of 
the old Alabama Conference, at Lowndesboro. 
Brother West was pious, modest, unassuming, 
and retiring in his manner, scarcely ever pass- 
ing for his real worth with those attracted by 
glitter and glare. He was true to the charge 
intrusted to him, going often, at the direction 
of the Church, under circumstances very dis- 
couraging. Center Circuit was the last ap- 
pointment he received. Soon after the session 
of the Conference he was at his post, and ready 
for duty. But being feeble in health, and pre- 
disposed to pulmonary disease, the extremely 
inclement winter rapidly developed a fixed 
case of consumption; so that by the return of 
spring his health was so bad that he had to re- 
tire from the work and go back to his kindred 
and friends to die. He bore his afflictions with 
much patience and resignation, and seemed 
ready to go at any time the Master should 
call. The night before his death his soul was 
filled with joy. He spoke of the meeting of 
the Conference in Tuskaloosa, and of the de- 
light which he felt in meeting with the breth- 



ren, and of the joy which he soon should have 
in meeting with Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and 
all the holy ones that had gone before, and then 
exclaimed: “I hasten to meet thy embrace, O 
Lord! I come, I come!” And thus another 
of our members has gone from the Church mil- 
itant to the Church triumphant.

Thomas Nixon was born in Kershaw Dis- 
trict, South Carolina, Oct. 22, 1793, and died 
in Raymond, Miss., March 4, 1872, in the six- 
tieth year of his ministry. While young his 
parents removed to Tennessee and settled on 
Duck River, in Maury count}’-. His parents 
were members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and his father was a local preacher. 
In his seventeenth year he was converted and 
joined the Church at Mount Pisgah, in May, 
1810. His change from unbelief to saving 
faith, and from sin to holiness, was clear and 
satisfactory, and he entered on his new life 
with unspeakable comfort and heavenly joy. 
While warm in his first love, he began to feel 
“inwardly moved by the Holy Ghost to preach 
the gospel.” After due examination as to his 
call and qualifications, he was licensed to 
preach, and admitted on trial in the Tennessee 
Conference, Nov. 1, 1812. After traveling 
three years in the Tennessee Conference, with 
marked success and acceptability, he was ap- 
pointed to Wilkinson Circuit, in the Missis- 
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sippi Territory, in the autumn of 1815; and in 
the autumn of 1816, he united with eight other 
ministers in forming the first legal Conference 
ever held in Mississippi. Having been previ- 
ously ordained deacon by Bishop Asbury, at 
this Conference he was ordained elder by Bishop 
Roberts. Until 1821, he traveled extensively 
and preached with great acceptability in Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi, and Alabama. After the 
Conference of 1821 his name disappears from 
the roll of traveling preachers, and he sustained 
a local relation until December, 1833, when be 
was readmitted; and after three or four years 
of successful labor in the western portion of 
central Mississippi, bis domestic circumstances 
again compelled his location. In November, 
1866, he was again readmitted into the Missis- 
sippi Conference, and, after laboring exten- 
sively, both as an effective and supernumerary 
preacher, at our last Conference he was placed 
on the superannuated roll. Of the sixty years 
of his ministry, twenty were spent in the itin- 
erancy and forty in the local corps. On May 9, 
1824, lie was married to Miss Elizabeth Rawls, 
a lady every way qualified to make him a 
suitable companion. By this marriage be had 
a large family of children, and, having to rear 
and educate them by his own personal labor 
and economy, be settled on a farm near Cayuga, 
in Hinds county, and continued in the same 
vicinity to the close of life. At a suitable 
time after the death of his first wife he mar- 
ried Mrs. Cynthia Dean, Nov. 17, 1847, another 
estimable Christian lady, who survives him. 
Brother Nixon was a man of fine personal ap- 
pearance, rather above medium size, and built 
for strength and endurance. Like most of the 
itinerant preachers of his generation, he was 
self-educated so far as theological and pulpit 
attainments were concerned. His mind was 
well balanced and quite above mediocritj r . He 
was not boisterous in the pulpit, but had a 
clear, sonorous, pathetic, easy-flowing delivery, 
and when fully in the spirit of preaching, his 
voice was decidedly musical. He was well 
versed in the doctrines and discipline of. the 
Church, and always ready to explain and de- 
fend them. His style of preaching was Wes- 
leyan, and its character more like that of John 
than of Peter: his ministry was that of love, 
rather than of reproof and alarm. While in 
the itinerancy, the statistics show his success 
in the increase of the membership wherever he 
labored, whether in old charges or in the or- 
ganization of new ones. As a local preacher, 
he was industrious, and an acknowledged pillar 
in the Church wherever he labored. To “fin- 
ish the ministry which he had received of the 
Lord Jesus” was his ruling desire to the last, 
and it was with great reluctance that he con- 
sented to be placed on the retired roll. But 
his work on earth was done, and the Master 
called his toil-worn servant from labor to rest. 
Being called to Raymond on business, he was 
violently attacked with congestion of the 
bowels, and, after lingering a few days, he 
breathed his last, in great peace. During his 
excruciating illness his mind was stayed on 



God and his faith was vigorous and unwaver- 
ing. Just as he was closing the mortal strife 
and stepping on the other shore, he sent back 
the triumphant shout, “All is well! Jesus is 
with me! ” 

Ransom J. Jones, sr., was born in Spartan- 
burg District, South Carolina, April 12, 1808, 
and died at his residence in Jasper county, 
Mississippi, March 23, 1872. Brother Jones 
entered the Alabama Conference as a traveling 
preacher in 1833 — traveled four years and lo- 
cated. He was married first, in 1835, to Miss 
Abigail Melnnis. The meager support yielded 
to the traveling preachers, the extensive field 
of operations necessitating long absence from 
his family, operated to influence Brother Jones 
to locate, as he thought, only for a short time, 
until he could place his family in circumstances 
that they could, in a measure at least, be self- 
supporting. In this, like many others, lie was 
disappointed, and was compelled to remain 
local beyond all bis calculation. He settled 
permanently in Jasper county. Miss., about tbe 
year 1836 or 1837, and devoted himself to ag- 
ricultural pursuits with success. He was an 
industrious and frugal man — God blessed and 
prospered him. Though diligent in business, 
he was not unmindful of tbe vows of God that 
were upon him, but labored extensively in that 
then new country as a local preacher. He was 
a model local preacher — sound in doctrine, in 
faith, an able minister of the New Testament. 
Like many others, of whom “the world is not 
worthy,” he suffered persecution. Perhaps few 
men have been called to pass a severer ordeal, 
yet he came forth out of all without the smell 
of fire upon his garments. He was always 
ready and willing to aid his pastor, and was a 
true man to God and the Church. Of his first 
marriage Brother Jones had seven children 
born to him, only four of whom survive their 
sainted father and mother. Two of these are 
now among the most efficient and promising 
members of the North Mississippi Conference. 
The other is the wife of our worthy and highly 
esteemed Brother E. II. Mounger, of the Mis- 
sissippi Conference. Brother Jones reared his 
family for God and the Church, and through 
them “he being dead, yet speaketb.” He was 
readmitted into the traveling connection, as a 
member of the Mississippi Conference, in De- 
cember, 1855, and was appointed to the Bi- 
loxi District, as Presiding Elder. This w T as 
for the most part missionary ground — an ex- 
tensive and laborious field, embracing almost 
the entire region from the sea-shore, bounded 
by Pearl River on the west, and the limits of 
the Conference on the north and east. He tvas 
released from this arduous work only when 
failing strength absolutely demanded. He 
then devoted himself cheerfully, and rendered 
efficient service in the undertaking, to organ- 
ize the colored members of our Church into a 
separate and independent Communion. He 
was a Presiding Elder for them while they 
were still under the care of. the Mississippi 
Conference. He was married a second time, 
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in 1865, to Miss Mary «T. Benge, of Jasper 
county, who, with three children, still survive 
him. His end was peaceful. He lived to see 
the salvation of God wonderfully manifested, 
and died as only a good man meets his fate. 
Surely we may write of him, “Blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord: they cease from 
their labors, and their works do follow them.” 

Leonidas K. Bedding was horn in Georgia. 
He engaged, in early manhood, in the practice 
of law in his native State. When the war 
commenced between the States, he entered the 
army of the Confederate States as a volunteer. 
He was elected as captain of a company. 
While in the army his health failed, and he 
returned home. He was licensed to preach, 
and ordained successively deacon and elder. 
Upon the recovery of his health, he returned 
to the army and was elected chaplain. Some- 
time in the spring or summer of 1866, he came 
to Mississippi and halted at Hazlehurst, where 
he remained until the time of the sitting of our 
Conference in Brookhaven in the autumn of 
1866. He offered himself as a transfer from 
Georgia to the Mississippi Conference, and was 
received and stationed at Brookhaven. Here 
he remained until 1870, when he was invited 
to take charge of a school in Hazlehurst. He 
located at the Conference held in Crystal 
Springs, 1870, and continued to live in Hazle- 
hurst until a few weeks before his death, when 
he left home for Georgia to visit his father and 
to die. While he was in Brookhaven he filled 
the place of teacher, or professor, of mathe- 
matics in Whitworth Female College. As a 
mathematician, he was accurate and inventive; 
as a teacher, he was efficient and thorough; 
as a lawyer, he was successful and reliable. 
In his political relations and course, and as a 
municipal officer while in Hazlehurst, his con- 
duct seems not to have been at the time well 
understood; but he lived to make his enemies 
respect liim and awaken the admiration of his 
friends. As a friend, he was constant and 
warm — safe as a counselor. As a companion, 
he was open — his conversation liberal, tolerant, 
generous, pleasant, and instructive. As a min- 
ister of the gospel, he was not gifted with all 
the qualities of an orator, but he was logical, 
clear, strong, and effective. He had made 
himself well acquainted with the doctrines of 
the gospel and of the Bible, thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the usages of our Church and 
its discipline. In the administration of dis- 
cipline he was firm and resolute, though full 
of kindness. His usefulness in his calling was 
seen, not in the numbers he received into the 
Church alone, but in the fact that he always 
left his field of labor more prosperous than he 
found it. Leonidas B. Bedding was a gifted 
man. He succeeded in every thing that he 
undertook, and he undertook many things. 
He was a Christian gentleman — lived to make 
but few enemies and many friends. He was a 
minister of God — lived as such, labored as such, 
died as such. He came into our midst unher- 
alded, unpretentious — lived in a measure un- 



known, and passed away leaving us an example 
of truth, love, and purity, the force of which 
we can only feel by careful study. He was a 
supernumerary in Hazlehurst at the time of 
his death.

His father, Edmund Pearson, 
was a minister; hence, his son was brought in 
daily contact with religious example, in his 
boyhood, and early led to seek an interest in 
that blood which cleanseth from all sin. At 
the age of sixteen he connected himself with 
the M. E. Church, South. He was educated at 
Sarepta and Pontotoc; afterward taught school 
awhile, but becoming impressed that God had 
called him to the work of the ministry, he as- 
sumed its responsibilities by entering the itin- 
erancy, in the Memphis Conference, about 
eleven years ago.

Elias Tidwell was born in the year 1794, 
and died at his residence in McNairv county, 
Tenn., Oct. 3. 1872. A holy and upright man 
in our Israel has fallen. This is the highest 
encomium that can be passed upon the dead. 
Very early in life he became a subject of con- 
verting grace, and, until he closed his earthly 
career, his heart was leavened with that charity 
which “believeth all things, hopeth all things, 
endureth all things, and never faileth.” When 
quite a young man he entered the Methodist 
ministry, in which high and holy calling he 
continued until the day of his death. Soon 
after he was licensed to preach he was admitted 
into the Tennessee Conference, and became an 
effective itinerant preacher, performing such 
work as the Bishop assigned him for a number 
of years. When the Memphis Conference was 
organized he fell within its bounds, where, for 
several years, he labored as an effective man 
with abundant success. But, finally, declining 
health compelled him to be placed upon the 
superannuated list, which honorable relation he 
continued to sustain, of necessity, until he 
closed his pilgrimage. For many years he was 
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truly a superannuated man, but he failed not 
to do wliat work he could fur the advancement 
of the Master's kingdom. He not only preached 
the gospel, but lived the gospel. His influence 
in the community in which he lived for many 
years previous to the close of his long and use- 
ful life was salutary — such as should he exerted 
by every Christian minister. In Brother Tid- 
well the Methodist Church had a true and well- 
tried friend, Christianity a bright and shining 
light, the young preachers a faithful guide and 
trustworthy counselor, and the more matured 
and aged ministers a companion in labor, suf- 
fering, and sympathy. His useful life was 
long spared as a blessing to the Church. But 
the time came when the Master saw proper to 
call our venerated father in Israel from labor 
to reward. He no more has a place among us, 
hut we will imitate his virtues and cherish his 
memory, while we contemplate a happy reunion 
in heaven. His death was sudden; the mes- 
senger came in the silent hour of the night. 
No dying-word was heard to escape his lips 
while the waters of the last river were washing 
his feet; hut his long and consistent Christian 
life leaves us without a doubt that his sainted 
spirit entered at once into a blessed state of 
heavenly rest. He has left an aged and deeply- 
afflicted widow, for whom we have the pr"o- 
foundest sympathy and the highest regard. 

David C. McCutchen was horn in David- 
son county, Tenn., June 14, 1803. He immi- 
grated with his family to Gibson county, Tenn., 
in the year 1836. In 1841 he made a public 
profession of religion, and his conversion was 
sound, thorough, and powerful. He united 
himself, immediately, with the Methodist 
Church, in which he lived, and which he de- 
lighted to love and honor until the day of his 
death. In a few months after he embraced re- 
ligion, acting under Divine impression and by 
the authority of the Church, he entered upon 
the responsible work of the Christian ministry, 
which he continued to perform, with honor to 
himself and profit to the Church, the remain- 
der of his life. In consequence of the pressing 
wants of a large family, he remained a local 
preacher for ten years. In the autumn of 1852 
he was admitted into the Memphis Annual 
Conference, and until the year 1860 he was an 
effective itinerant preacher. He then located, 
but was readmitted in the autumn of 1865, and 
appointed to Lexington Circuit. He remained 
effective until the autumn of 1871, when, owing 
to feeble health, he was appointed as supernu- 
merary on the Trenton Circuit. Even in this 
relation he was not idle, but abounded in labors. 
Perhaps his labors during the past year have 
been crowned with as great success as in any 
previous year of his ministry. For two months 
he traveled the Salem Circuit, made vacant bv 
the affliction of the pastor; he then returned 
to Trenton Circuit, and conducted several pro- 
tracted meetings with very happy results — the 
Church abundantly revived, and "many sinners 
happily converted. He preached his last ser- 
mon at Kenton, Obion county, Tenn., Oct. 27. 



His theme was “The New Birth,” which he 
elucidated with clearness and impressed with 
power. He was taken seriously ill on the fol- 
lowing Tuesday. His disease was pneumonia, 
and his suffering intense; but he endured it 
with that patience and Christian fortitudo 
which only a living faith in the Son of God 
can produce. He was visited Nov. 2 by the 
Rev. N. P. Ramsey, who found him in great 
pain, but perfectly resigned to the will of the 
Divine Master, ready to live and yet ready to 
die, feeling that to depart and be with Christ 
would be far better. After this he said but 
little. Either from the influence of medicine 
or from the intensity of his sufferings, or from 
both causes, he became delirious, in which con- 
dition he closed his pilgrimage, Nov. 6, 1872. 
Brother McCutchen was a great lover of Meth- 
odism, a faithful expounder of the Holy Script- 
ures, an humblefembassador of the Lord Jesus, 
and a devoted Christian. He leaves a heart- 
stricken widow and several children and grand- 
children, to whom we offer our heart-felt con- 
dolence. But we sorrow not even as others 
which have no hope. Thank God, he fell with 
the armor on, and ceased at once to work and 
live.

James A. AValkup was born Jan. 14, 1802, 
in Mecklenburg county, N. C. His father, 
William AValkup, removed to Rutherford 
county, Tenn., in 1804. Here the subject of 
this memoir spent his youth, working on his 
father’s farm, and going to school at such in- 
tervals as he could be spared from the pressing 
engagements of the field. In 1821 he was con- 
verted at a camp-meeting held at Ellsbury, and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. He 



\ 
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at once became a decided Christian, and soon 
began to pray in public, and exhort. In 1829 
he was licensed to preach, and in the autumn 
of 1838 he was admitted on trial in the Ten- 
nessee Conference, and appointed to the Short 
Mountain Circuit. The second year he was 
appointed to the Hickory Creek Circuit; at the 
close of this year, he was received into full 
connection, and appointed to the Stone’s River 
Circuit, having been previously ordained dea- 
con and elder. The next two years he traveled 
the Lebanon Circuit, where his labors were 
greatly blessed; hundreds were converted and 
added to the Church, under his ministry. His 
next appointment was Smith Fork Circuit, 
and then hack to the Lebanon Circuit, and 
then again to the Smith Fork Circuit, where 
he continued two years. And thus on and on 
he went in his Master’s work, until his health 
gave way. He never faltered nor failed in the 
work assigned him, but in all things abounded 
in good works. He was remarkable for his 
punctuality, and never disappointed a congre- 
gation, unless providentially hindered. His 
person was robust, and in early manhood he 
possessed great physical strength, and was able 
to perform much labor. All through the coun- 
ties of Rutherford, Cannon, Wilson, Smith, De 
Kalb, Warren, Coffee, and Bedford, he was 
well known and greatly beloved. His preach- 
ing was plain, and for the most part practical, 
but often accompanied by the unction of the 
Holy Ghost. Many were profited by his min- 
istry. For several years before his death he 
was on the supernumerary list, and then was 
placed among the superannuated. In these 
relations, when unable to preacb, his pure char- 
acter and godly example exerted a holy influ- 
ence. Many will arise in the day of the Lord, 
and call him blessed. His last sickness was 
protracted, and attended, at times, with great 
prostration of body and depression of mind, 
yet at all times he clung to Jesus — in the dark 
night, when all the stars were obscured by 
clouds, as in the open day, Jesus, and Jesus 
only, was his trust. His family was well 
trained, and he left his temporal matters un- 
embarrassed. His house was set in order, and 
he was ready when the messenger came. He 
died June 6, 1872, at his residence in Cannon 
county, having passed his three-score years and 
ten. Full of honor and full of hope, he has 
gone from the toils and trials of an itinerant 
life to the bright inheritance of the saints. In 
early life he was married to Miss Tennison, 
who still survives him. He has left several 
sons and daughters, who are all following in 
his footsteps — one son being a preacher of the 
gospel, on whom, it is hoped, the mantle of the 
father has fallen. 

Isaac Milner was born in Stonninglv, York- 
shire, England, April 2, 1818, emigrated to the 
United States of America in 1842, married to 
Miss Joanna R. Kennedy, April 14, 1846, and 
died at home near Columbia, June 16, 1872, 
being fifty-four years of age. Ilis parents were 
of the old English Wesleyan stock, who brought 



him up under their pious instruction and care; 
but, like the wayward youth of many pious 
families, Brother Milner passed the days of bis 
youth in forgetfulness of God, and heedless, to 
a great extent, of his early training. Not until 
his seventeenth year was he brought to see the 
sinfulness of sin. The loss of a beloved brother 
caused him to consider liis ways, and apply his 
heart to wisdom. Yielding to the teaching of 
this very sad providence, young Milner, under 
the bitterness of repentance, applied himself to 
seeking his soul’s salvation. He was found 
using the private and public means of grace 
with much earnestness, and refused to be com- 
forted until he found that comfort in pardon 
through the Saviour. This important and ever- 
memorable hour soon occurred. He went for- 
ward to the mourners’ seat where others had 
found pardon. No sooner had he availed him- 
self of this public means of grace than he found 
the needed blessing — an event the most im- 
portant in the history of man. He passed from 
death unto life — became a child of God by 
faith in Jesus Christ. Who can contemplate 
an event so glorious, embracing, as it does, such 
virtues, hopes, and ends, without supernal joy? 
Such were his views and emotions. He now 
commenced a new life. Having found the 
pearl of great price, he, like others under such 
circumstances, began to burn with love for his 
fellow-men: being himself enriched with this 
heavenly treasure, he desired all others to share 
in his unspeakable joy*. The rich accumula- 
tion of those heavenly inspirations impelled 
him into a wider field of labor; and now, be- 
lieving himself called of God to preach his 
gospel, he is urged to enter the ministry. Here 
another thought arose: ‘‘ Who is sufficient for 
these things?” Zeal he had, and perhaps 
enough of it, but knowledge he had not. The 
responsibility of this great work has mad^ 
many a knee to tremble, and many a heart to 
faint; but the fire was in his soul — the con- 
straining love of God and man — a new and di- 
vine principle. It was too large and too pow- 
erful to be easily shaken off. While human 
reasoning held him back, which he was but too 
willing to obey r , divine love impelled him for- 
ward, and young Milner is soon found prepar- 
ing for this holy work. Almost entirely' with- 
out education, he is found at the midnight 
hour, after doing the required duties of the 
day, from which he could not be spared, poring 
over his books stealthily, for his father opposed 
his preaching; but there, in a dark room, by a 
dim taper, without help, he is studying the 
grammar of his own language, and other ele- 
mentary books. But God was with the man: 
he was not alone. Here in this cold and bar- 
ren room you see his alma mater , himself 
planning his course of study — its only profes- 
sor. Like many timid parents, who feel that 
such honors were never intended for their fam- 
ilies, who have gladly changed their minds, so 
did old Brother Milner, who, after hearing him 
preach, became proud of his gifted son, and 
ever after gave him that honor, not to say' rev- 
erence, due unto him as a gifted minister of the

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ing. Few men could command and keep up 
the attention of large congregations better 
than he could, always filling the measure of 
expectation, and satisfying the public mind. 
Indeed, Isaac Milner was one of the most uni- 
versally popular ministers we had among us. 
He knew nothing about failure — if it ever oc- 
curred, his audience never found it out. The 
war came on, which plunged the whole country 
into trouble. A large share of that trouble 
fell upon him. Embarrassed and broken down 
in spirit, his health and nerves gave way. His 
friends feared that his afflictions would shorten 
his days; but even then, when in the pulpit, 
his soul towered above his afflictions, and shone 
with greater brilliancy than ever before known. 
While we look with admiration upon his pub- 
lic pulpit performances, we turn with additional 
pleasure to contemplate his virtues in the do- 
mestic circle. Here is, or ought to be, the 
earthly paradise of the pious minister; here 
the weary minister, for the while lays down 
his burden of care, and finds repose. Cheerful, 
pious hearts, in sympathy with his own, receive 
the weary pilgrim, and listen affectionately to 
the details of his labor and travel. Such a 
home was Brother Milner’s. Here piety had 
an altar, around which his family met for de- 
votion, listening to the reading of the truths 
of God’s word, and invoking Heaven’s blessing 
on all around. With inflexible firmness and 
uniform consistency his home was made a 
Bethel, where God vital breathed, and there 
was a well-spring of love — there an alabaster- 
box of God’s reserved blessings was broken 
open, and the house filled with the odor of the 
ointment, when all partook of Heaven’s richest 
grace. It was here in this home of love that 
our brother ended his days. In better health 
than he had for a long time, for his health had 
been improving, he left for his appointment at 
Mount Olivet; preached one of his most stir- 
ring sermons; was greatly blessed; dined with 
his friend, Dr. Spindle; spent some time so- 
cially with his family; returned home in the 
evening in good health; sat conversing with 
great freedom with his wife; regretted that her 
health was declining, while his was improving 
so much, but remarked that the good Lord, he 
hoped, would spare her as long as he lived; 
expressed his happiness at having spent one of 
the most pleasant Sabbaths of his life; hoped 
to be able to take a circuit at this Conference; 
that nothing gave him so much pleasure as 
preaching the gospel. He rose and retired to 
his room while the family was at supper (he 
ate no supper himself), lit his lamp, closed the 
blinds, laid three books upon a chair for his 
evening reading, and now, ready for work — 
but all is silent. Death had secretly entered 
his study, without even the ceremony of a 
knock at the door, gave the blow, and retired 
as noiselessly as he entered. About thirty 
minutes after he parted from the family circle 
his wife entered the room, found him prostrate 
on the floor by his chair and books, his specta- 
cles lay by his head, one arm across his breast, 
the other extended. She thought he was asleep. 



Impressed with his singular position, she ap- 
proached, kneeled at his side to hear him 
breathe; but, alas, no breath was there 1 The 
spirit had fled, and nought remained of Isaac 
Milner but his lifeless body. It is needless to 
say that the whole country was in mourning; 
that an event so sudden and so startling caused 
deep affliction to his family and friends. All 
felt that a mighty man had fallen among them. 
The social and moral qualities of Brother Mil- 
ner are too well known to need even a passing 
notice. His generous nature is best known by 
his friends, to whom his kindness and liberality 
knew no bounds, as many can testify. His 
spirit, influence, and actions, were as a precious 
leaven, insinuating the virtues of his heart 
throughout society, and especially among his 
friends. “Soldier of Christ, well done!” 

Samuel L. Orman was a man of sound judg- 
ment, prudent, amiable, and agreeable; a pure, 
good man, consecrated to God, and devoted to 
his holy calling; one who gained the hearts of 
all who knew him. He loved the people whom 
he served with the heart of a true pastor, and 
gave himself to their service. He was espe- 
cially devoted to the people of Springfield, his 
last charge, and requested to be buried among 
them, that he might wake up with them in the 
resurrection. Brother Orman was born in 
Williamson county, Tennessee, March 22, 1838, 
and died in Springfield, Dec. 25, 1871. He was 
converted Oct. 7, 1858, joined our Church in 
1859, and was licensed to preach the year fol- 
lowing, by T. W. Wainwright; but his mother 
being a widow, and he the only son at home, 
he believed it to be his duty to remain with 
her. Hence he did not join Conference until 
October, 1866; after her death, however, he 
was employed one year on the Savannah Cir- 
cuit, beginning October, 1862, and one year on 
the [Russellville Circuit, commencing in the 
autumn of 1865. After he was admitted into 
the Conference, he filled successively the Moul- 
ton and Smithville Circuits, and the Trinity 
Station. While filling the latter charge, his 
health failed, and he was the next year made 
supernumerary to the Elm Street Church, in 
Nashville; recovering his health somewhat, he 
was' stationed in Springfield, at the session of 
the Conference held in 1870. Here he was 
greatly beloved and very useful; but death 
soon claimed him for his victim, and put an 
end to his sufferings. About two months 
before his death, his Conference had placed 
him on the superannuated list. But, alas, 
how soon was he transferred from us to the 
great body of this Conference, beyond the last 
river ! His death was peaceful and triumphant. 
Grace sustained him, and gave him the victory. 
Thank God, “our preachers die well.” 

John A. Jones was admitted into the Ten- 
nessee Conference in 1834, and retained a place 
among us until he was discharged by death, 
Jan. 11, 1872. From the light before us, he 
was licensed to preach the same year he was 
received into the Conference, the license bear- 
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ing the signature of George W. D. Harris, P. E. 
Bishop Morris ordained him deacon in 188G, 
and Bishop Andrew ordained him elder in 1839. 
He was effective nearly, or quite, twenty-five 
years, laboring with earnestness and fidelity 
in the Master’s vineyard, until his health failed, 
when he was placed on the retired list, being 
supernumerary or superannuated until he was 
called to his reward on high. He was nearly 
sixty-seven years old at the time of his death, 
having been born in June, 1805. His end was 
triumphant. His body lies in the grave in the 
neighborhood of Sadlersville, Robertson coun- 
ty, Tennessee, near the place where he died, 
but his spirit rests from labor, and has entered 
into everlasting joy.

Alberry L. Alderson has fought his last 
battle and gained a fadeless crown. He was a 
soldier of the cross, valiant for the truth. 
Converted in early life, he at once united with 
the Methodist Church. The love of God and 
the love of souls constrained him to preach 
among men the “ unsearchable riches of Christ.” 
With fearfulness and trembling he entered- the 
work of the ministry, and in 1833 was received 
on trial into the Kentucky Conference. H&, 
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was a man of fine intellect and studious habits, himself, soul and body, into the hand of the 
and soon won honorable distinction as “a work- Lord, and rejoiced that “all things work to- 
man that nccdeth not to be ashamed.”

Thou- i 
sands flocked to hear him, and sat entranced 1 
while truths divine came burning from his lips. 
When his soul was moved and mellowed by i 
the Holy Spirit, and the love of God was warm 
in his heart, his earnest appeals and tender t 
pleadings were almost irresistible. Under his 1 
ministry hundreds were converted and multi- ' 
tudes were cheered and comforted on their 
march to glorv. Brother Alderson was a firm, 
confident believer in the doctrines and dis- 
cipline of his Church. He could present them 
with a clearness and defend them with a power 
seldom equaled. As a debater lie was earnest, 
honest, logical, and skillful. His points were 
well made and well maintained. Many weie 
the trophies won by him on this field of con- 
flict. No ordinary foeman was worthy of his 
steel. In his eventful life he was called to fill 
many important positions in the Church, which 
he always did with credit to himself and profit 
to his congregations. "Whether in the mount- 
ain circuit, tiie city station, or on the District, 
he was ever the same true-hearted, useful man. 
Feeble health twide drove him into a superan- 
nuated relation, and twice he felt it necessary 
to locate; but when health and strength re- 
turned he was again admitted into the itinerant 
ranks, in the Louisville Conference in 1851, 
after which he located no more till he rested in 
the grave. Ever at his post and eager for the 
fiav, his trumpet gave no uncertain sound. 
Many were the victorious charges in which he 
led the hosts of Israel against the powers of 
darkness, and many were the recruits he en- 
listed in the army of the Lord. In Wayne 
Circuit, and Bowling Green and Henderson, 
Brandenburg, Eighth Street in Louisville, 
Hardinsburg Circuit, Henderson District, and 
elsewhere, he served the Church with fidelity, 
and his works follow him. He was a kind and 
genial man in all the walks of life, and made 
friends wherever he went. Modest and unas- 
suming, with childlike simplicity and meekness, 
no man ever more literally fulfilled the injunc- 
tion, “Let each esteem other better than them- 
selves.” “In honor preferring one another” 
seems to have been an undeviating principle of 
his life. In his composition nature blended 
the subtle elements gently, and grace refined 
them. He was not only a pure and polished 

S entleman and scholar, but — better than this— 
e was an humble Christian, and bore in his 
inmost soul the imprint of the divine mold 
the witnessing Spirit of adoption into the fam- 
ily of God. He was not only ready to do, but 
patient also to suffer, the will of God. When 
strength was gone; and the incurable cancer 
was wearing away his life, he calmly resigned 



his age. Such a man as A. L. Alderson could 
but be loved and honored. The universal con- 
fidence and esteem of the people of Hart county, 
Kentucky, where he was born and brought up, 
and where he lived and died, were attested by 
the immense throng that crowded out to Beth- 
lehem to hear his funeral-sermon, preached by 
his bosom-friend and companion-in-arms, the 
Rev. Dr. N. H. Lee. The text was well chosen, 
and suggestive of the triumphant death of our 
departed brother — viz.: 2 Tim. iv. 6-8. “For I 
am now ready to be offered, and the time ot 
my departure- is at hand. I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith: henceforth there is laid up For 
me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, shall give me at that day.”

Newton G. Berryman was of a family 
which stood high in the social circle. They 
were not Methodistic in their religious faith. 
His conversion occurred in early life, and he, 
being the first convert in his father’s family, 
was instrumental in leading other members 
thereof to the cross of Christ. His first labors 
as a minister were discharged in the southern 
part of Kentucky, before he was twenty years 
of age. At that time he was represented by 
his Presiding Elder as being a young man of 
more than ordinary ability and promise of 
usefulness to the Church. In the State of Illi- 
nois he served various charges as pastor and 
Presiding Elder. In 1844 he was sent from 
that Conference as a delegate to the General 
Conference. His last days were spent among 
us. At the session of the St. Louis Conference 
held at Boonville, in 1870, he was appointed 
to the Cambridge Circuit, where he spent a 
very successful year. At Kansas City, in the 
autumn of 1871, he was returned to Cambridge. 
A gracious revival had attended his labors, 
and he now commenced his work of the new 
year with zeal and hopefulness. W T hen he had 
continued there about two months, a sad acci- 
dent befell him, fracturing his skull. He lin- 
gered some days in a state of unconsciousness, 
and then passed away to his reward. No 
parting words of affection were delivered to 
his family — no message of love sent to us, 
his surviving brethren. Sadness and silence 
reigned. We knew enough of Brother Berry- 
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man to love him and to appreciate his labors. 
Letters written hy him just before his death 
breathe the spirit of love and deep solicitude 
for the members of his charge. As a man, he 
was social and kind. As a Christian, he was 
consistent and pious; as a minister, clear and 
forcible. Whether pastor, Presiding Elder, or 
member of the General Conference, he was 
always true to the Church in all her interests. 

Nathanael M. Talbott was horn in Shelby 
county, Kentucky, March 27, 1805. His con- 
version occurred at Jones’s camp-ground, under 
the ministry of the Rev. S. L. Booker, when 
he was about sixteen years of age. The Ken- 
tucky Conference convened at Russellville 
September, 1825, at which time and place he 
received his first appointment as a minister. 
He traveled the Hartford Circuit that year 
under the Presiding Eldership of the Rev. T. 
A. Morris. In September, 1826, he was sent 
to Jones’s Creek Circuit. In 1827 he was ad- 
mitted into full connection and ordained deacon 
hy Bishop Roberts. At that session of his 
Conference a call was made for volunteers to 
come to this State, and Brother Talbott, with 
others, responded to the call, and was trans- 
ferred to the Missouri Conference. His first 
year, subsequent to his transfer, was spent on 
the Boone’s Lick Circuit, with the Rev. An- 
drew Monroe for his Presiding Elder. At the 
session of the Missouri Conference, held at 
Potosi, in the fall of 1829, he was elected and 
ordained elder hy Bishop Soule, and sent to the 
Missouri Circuit, which then embraced the ter- 
ritory contained in the counties of St. Charles, 
Lincoln, and Montgomery. In 1830 he was 
sent to the St. Louis Circuit, and in 1832 to 
the Potosi Circuit. His missionary labors 
among the Indians commenced in the autumn 
of 1833. His unremitting zeal and persever- 
ing energy were shown forth in that arduous 
field of labor. Deprived of cultivated society, 
and of many of the comforts of life, exposed 
to the hardships of missionary territory, and 
to the insults and secret devices of various 
tribes, amid all these adverse circumstances, 
without, one season of respite, he continued to 
prosecute his ministerial labors among the In- 
dians for the space of twenty-four years. Dur- 
ing this period of time the territory formerly 
contained in the Missouri Conference was 
divided, and in the autumn of 1857 he was 
transferred by Bishop Pierce to the St. Louis 
Conference, and appointed to the Saline Cir- 
cuit. From the Saline Circuit he was sent to 
Arrow Rock; from thence to the Jefferson City 
Colored Charge; from there back to Arrow 
Rock, and in the year 1861 he was sent to 
Georgetown Circuit. While upon that work 
the cloud of civil war broke upon our Confer- 
ence territory in great fury. Owing, at least 
in part, to the desolation wrought in our midst, 
his footsteps were turned to the South. And 
the hand of God seems truly to have been in 
the choice which he then made. For the 
brightest and most successful period of his 
ministerial life was contained in the four years 



that he spent on Southern territory. Scores, 
in the day of eternity, will rise and call him 
blessed, as the result of his labors and whole- 
some influence while there. When the bloody 
scene of war had ended, he returned to Mis- 
souri and removed his family to Louisiana. 
He attended the session of the Conference there 
in the autumn of 1865, and was appointed to 
the North Bossier Circuit. At the close of 
that year he was sent to the South Bossier 
Circuit. He was then transferred hack to the 
St. Louis Conference, where he spent the re- 
mainder of his eventful life. His last appoint- 
ment was to the Belle Air Circuit, where 
his health failed him entirely. It was with 
much reluctance and weeping that he gave up 
his work. He was a faithful servant of our 
Divine Master. May the memory of his ser- 
vice stimulate us in our labors of faith and love. 
He died in peace July 31, 1872. A few days 
before his death -lie joined a part of his family 
in singing, “There is a land of pure delight,” 
and led them in prayer, asking special blessings 
to rest on each member of his household. He 
said, just before his death, “I would like to 
meet the brethren, of the Conference once 
more.” But he is not with us. Already we 
miss his manly form, his genial smile, and 
wholesome counsel. He rests from his labors, 
and his works do follow him.

Andrew Monroe, as a prince .among his 
brethren, held high rank, and now that he has 



gone to his cloudless home, his memory will 
refresh us at our annual gathering. It is not 
within the scope of this sketch to enter into 
any exhaustive analysis of a life so protracted, 
aims so single and sublime, purposes so per- 
tinaciously adhered to through a long, eventful 
course. Abundant data exists for such a por- 
traiture of this honored man, which will be 
wrought into an enduring form. The name 
and influence of this good man is interwoven 
into the warp of Methodism as it is to-day upon 
the American continent. His name is historic: 
scarcely a book of Methodistic annals has ap- 
peared within a half century past that does not 
contain it. He impressed himself upon two 
generations. Andrew Monroe was born on 
Nobly Mountain, in Hampshire county, Va., 
Oct. 29, 1792. He was the youngest of a fam- 
ily of eleven children — eight sons and three 
daughters. Four of the brothers became Meth- 
odist ministers. He was converted when a 
youth, and joined the Methodist Church in 
Hampshire City. In March, 1815, he was 
licensed to preach by David Young, Presiding 
Elder, and sent to labor, with Charles Waddell, 
on the Fairfield Circuit. The following au- 
tumn he was admitted on trial into the Ohio 
Conference, and was sent by Bishop Asbury to 
Cumberland Circuit, Kentucky. In 1824 he 
was transferred to Missouri by Bishop Roberts, 
and stationed at St. Louis. The Annual Con- 
ference then embraced the States of Missouri, 
Illinois, Arkansas, and Indiana. He was re- 
turned to the station the second year, and under 
his labors the word of God grew and multiplied. 
He was then placed over the St. Louis District, 
embracing the entire State, which he pene- 
trated in every direction, swimming swollen 
streams, braving the storms of winter, and en- 
during the fevers of summer, that he might 
proclaim the cross of Christ to the pioneers. 
The following is the roll of his appointments, 

• the date being the year in which the appoint- 
ment was received: In 1815, under the appoint- 
ment of the Presiding Elder, Fairfield Circuit, 
Ohio, and at the session of the Ohio Confer- 
ence, in the autumn of that year, appointed to 
Cumberland Circuit, in the Tennessee Confer- 
ence, and the work lying in the State of Ken- 
tucky; 1816, Jefferson Circuit; 1817, Franklin 
Circuit; 1818, Fountain Head Circuit; 1819, 
Bowling Green. In the Kentucky Conference: 
1820, Hopkinsville; 1821 and 1822, Maysville; 
1823, Presiding Elder of Augusta District. In 
Missouri Conference: 1824 and 1825, St. Louis 
Station; 1826 and 1827, Presiding Elder of the 
Missouri District; 1828 and 1829, St. Louis 
Station; 1830, St. Louis District; 1831, left, by 
request, without an appointment; 1832 to 
1835, Presiding Elder of St. Louis District; 
1836 and 1837, Missouri District; 1838, Colum- 
bia District; 1839 and 1840, Agent of St. 
Charles College; 1841 and 1842, St. Charles 
Station and Agent of the College; 1843, Pre- 
siding Elder of St. Charles District; 1844 and 
1845, Presiding Elder of St. Charles District 
and Agent of the College; 1846 to 1849, Pre- 
siding Elder of Columbia District; 1850 and 
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1851, Fayette Circuit; 1852 and 1853, Presid- 
ing Elder of Hannibal District; 1854, trans- 
ferred to St. Louis Conference, and appointed 
Superintendent of Kansas Mission District; 
1855, transferred back to Missouri Conference, 
and appointed Presiding Elder of Fayette Dis- 
trict; 1856 to 1859, Presiding Elder of St. 
Charles District; 1860, Agent of Central Col- 
lege; 1861 and 1862, Fayette Circuit; 1863 and 
1864, Brunswick District; 1865, Fayette Dis- 
trict; 1866 and 1867, Conference Missionary; 
1868 to 1870, St. Charles District; 1871, Con- 
ference Missionary. Brother Monroe was a 
member of eleven General Conferences, and 
his voice was always heard with respect in that 
body. He was also a member of the Louisville 
Convention, which decided our present eccle- 
siastical position. In the absence of a Bishop 
he was almost invariably chosen the President 
of the Annual Conference. He filled every 
important office in the ministry of the Church 
but that of Bishop. In his domestic relations 
he was such as Paul would have approved, 
ruling his household well, having his children 
in subjection with all gravity. "He was twice 
married: first to Miss Harrison, and again to 
Mrs. Ford — two godly women, who aided him 
in his work. At the last Conference he pre- 
sided at the memorial service of Brothers Wm. 
Perkins and Manoah Richardson, and, with 
prophetic intuition, observed that at the next 
Conference we would hold a similar service 
over him. His last work was that of Confer- 
ence Mi ssionary, and he addressed himself 
promptly to it. * On Friday, Nov. 3, 1871, he 
started to Moberly, where he arrived and met 
bis appointment, and preached his last sermon, 
lrom Isa. xxxv. 1. The next morning, in 
feebleness, he pursued his appointments as far 
as Paris, where he was prostrated, and remained 
over Sabbath. On Thursday he returned, and, 
reaching home, he burst into tears of joy that 
God had permitted him to return and die in 
the bosom of his family. I v-isited him, and 
found him in great agony. He reached out 
his band, and said: “Brother Bourland, sing 
‘ Rock of Ages,’ and pray.” His responses 
were frequent, and we had a gracious time. It 
was the gate of heaven to all our souls. The 
next intercourse was on Friday, with Brother 
Nolan. He said he was not sanguine as to his 
recovery, but the will of the Lord be done. 
Brother Nolan called for the Bible, and read 
Psalm xxiii.: “The Lord is my Shepherd.” 
“Yes,” said Brother Monroe, “the Lord is my 
Shepherd; I believe he is — I know it.” As we 
were leaving, Brother Nolan asked, “If you 
die, Brother Monroe, what message have you 
for the Conference?” “Tell the brethren to 
stand up for the integrity of Methodism. 
Upon you younger men, now, devolves the re- 
sponsibility of "caring for the Church. Be 
faithful.” When speech was gone, and he had 
lain for several hours unconscious, having 
aroused slightly, we asked him if the Lord was 
with him. He nodded assent. The testimony 
°f sixty years -left little to be said in his last 
moments. The close of his life was like the 



mellow fruit, the ripe shock. He is gathered 
home to God. 

Horace Browx. — The Church has lost a 
strong defender of the faith, once delivered to 
the saints, in the death of Horace Brown. In 
whatever capacity he served the Church he was 
a power for good. 

His doctrine and his life, coincident, 

Exhibited lucid proof tha.t he was honest 

In an honest cause. 

He died at his residence, seven miles west of 
Huntsville, in Randolph county, after a pain- 
ful illness of four weeks, aged seventy-two 
years, one month, and twenty-one days. 
Brother Brown was born in Kennebec county, 
Maine, Nov. 11, 1799. He came with his par- 
ents, while quite young, to the State of Indiana. 
He was converted, and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, when about eighteen years 
of age, and continued in this glorious work 
until stricken down by disease and stopped by 
death. No one ever called in question the 
piety of Horace Brown. For many long years 
he was a prominent member of the Missouri 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, traveling Districts, filling stations, and 
traveling circuits and missions, ever cheering 
on God’s Israel to happiness and heaven. A 
short time before his death, he said: “I have 
set my house in order, both spiritually and 
temporally, and am ready to go at the call of 
the Master.” His removal into the world of 
spirits was not an event that came upon him 
unawares. To prepare for it had been the 
leading business of his life. He expected it, 
therefore, not with alarm, but with hope and 
desire. His treasure and his heart were already 
in heaven, and the abiding consciousness which 
he had of his title to the future inheritance, 
resulting from his filial relation to God and his 
meetness for it through the sanctifying power 
of the Holy Ghost, filled him with adoring 
thankfulness. In his last moments, John xiv. 
was read to him, and, at his request, the hymn 
“Jesus, Lover of my soul,” was sung; at the 
second stanza he joined in singing, and clapped 
his hands in holy triumph, and then sent to the 
Conference his tenderest regards. Thus passed 
away our beloved Father Brown, leaving the 
Church, his wife and children, and many friends 
to mourn their loss. 

George Smith was born in Litchfield, Conn., 
in 1801. His parents were Presbyterians, and 
he was reared in great strictness. Nevertheless, 
he grew up to early manhood without a dis- 
covery of his lost estate. Under the pungent 
exhortations of the Methodist ministry he was 
powerfully awakendd, and sought forgiveness 
with strong crying and groans. At last his 
legal night gave way, and his conversion was 
dear and overwhelming. He joined the Meth- 
odists in Chenango county, N. Y., Nov., 1817. 
His struggles with deep convictions to preach 
were protracted and painful, and fifteen years 
rolled away before he yielded to the prompt- 
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ings of the Spirit. He joined the Pittsburgh 
Conference in 1832, was ordained deacon in 
"Washington, Pa., July, 1834, by Bishop Soule, 
and ordained Elder by Bishop Roberts, in St. 
Louis, in 1836. He came with others, respon- 
sive to a call to the West, and joined the Mis- 
souri Conference. He filled our most important 
appointments on Districts, stations, and circuits. 
TJncorrupt in doctrine, deeply versed in the 
teachings of God’s word, and with the Holy 
Ghost dwelling richly in his heart, he was al- 
ways an edifying preacher. He was an Arrnin- 
ia*i of the strongest type, and never failed to 
emphasize the fullness of the atonement to 
meet all the wants and woes of fallen human- 
ity. He was wise in counsel and firm in exe- 
cution, and we shall miss him in our work. 
But when “God buries the workmen, still the 
work goes on.” The closing years of his life 
were in much pain and bodily infirmity, but 
his faith never wavered, nor did he desist from 
the effective work of the ministry until last 
year, when he had to retire to the superannu- 
ated list, and preach as his strength would per- 
mit. About one month ago he visited Mexico, 
and delivered, in the vicinity, two efficient ser- 
mons; he w T as much prostrated, and returned 
home in great pain. Our conversation was 
full and satisfactory. He was even cheerful. 
He spoke with composure of his approaching 
end, and seemed to have a presentiment of his 
imminent departure. When he was told ‘that 
we would provide him a home near the church, 
he expressed his thanks, and said he expected 
he should go, to the great Conference above be- 
fore we should assemble. He died, surrounded 
by his affectionate wife and children, Sept. 1, 
1872. 

Demarctjs Cicero Blackwell died on the 
morning of Dec. 7, 1871. He had been a mem- 
ber of the M. E. Church, South, nearly twenty- 
two years, and a faithful and acceptable minis- 
ter of the gospel during twenty-one years. He 
came up to the ministry after the order of 
Methodism: first an exliorter, then a licensed 
preacher, and in due time was ordained deacon 
and Elder. His ministry was marked with 
success, having the blessing of God, the con- 
version of souls, the love of his brethren, and 
the approbation of the Church. His spirit was 
genial, loving, and kind; his heart was with 
the Master, and its warmest feelings were ex- 
cited in his cause. W ith a steady eye and a 
firm step he pressed forward “toward the mark 
for the prize of our high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.” He bore "the labors and priva- 
tions of a Methodist preacher without mur- 
muring or complaining; there is nothing in 
his history which shows that he considered the 
cross too heavy, but, as a 'good soldier, he en- 
dured hardness, fought, the good fight of faith, 
having respect unto the recompense of the re- 
ward and the crown of life which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, will give in that day unto 
him. In the prime of his manhood, with his 
armor on, his arm nerved more firmly than 
ever for the combat with principalities and 



powers and spiritual wickedness in high places, 
lie was called to exchange the sword, still warm 
with recent fight and glorious achievements, 
for the victor’s crown. He was called from 
the clustering attractions of earth — from a de- 
voted wife and seven dependent children. His 
voice we shall hear no more here; the associa- 
tion of another loving heart is broken. We 
miss him much, but to us he is not lost — only 
gone before, across the dark river, to the land 
of life and love and glory. He bore with him, 
as he passed, the affectionate remembrance of 
all his brethren. Those who knew him best 
loved him best, and, in sorrow, silence, and 
tears, they cherish yet the fragrance of his 
memory. He expressed no fear of death. 

W hen he was admonished that he must die he 
at once adjusted himself to the solemn hour, 
and, standing upon the shore of the dark river, 
he left his dying-charge to his brethren: “Tell 
them to be faithful, and to give more attention 
to the pastoral work.” Then, in the fullness 
of the Christian’s faith, he stretched his hand 
to the Master on the other shore, exclaiming, 
“Lord Jesus, receive my spirit,” and in a few 
moments he passed up to the mount of God. 

Patrick M. Pinckard died Sept. 23, 1871. 
He was a member of this Conference, from 
1844 to 1870, a period of twenty-six years. 
During this long term of ministerial life among 
us he was employed in circuit, station, and Dis- 
trict work; also, in the agency of Central Col- 
lege, and, later, as the depository in St. Louis 
of" the Book-house of Missouri Methodism — in 
all of which places of trust and responsibility 
he gained the approval, confidence, and esteem 
of his brethren and the Church. Brother 
Pinckard, beginning his itinerancy in early 
life, with many disadvantages, developed rap- 
idlv into an earnest and laborious, able and 
useful preacher of the gospel. His devotion 
to the Church was a signal feature of his char- 
acter. As a member of this body, no one ex- 
ceeded him in the universal interest he showed 
in all its work; and being intimately associated 
in the conduct of Conference business, he was , 
fully conversant with all its plans, and ready 
and helpful in their prosecution. It is not in- 
vidious to say that no member of the body was 
ever more alert, zealous, and untiring to pro- 
mote the cause of the Redeemer as represented 
in the Missouri Conference. He was closely 
identified with his brethren in all their labors 
and trials, and any one in trouble could always 
find a friend to plead his cause in P. M. Pinck- 
ard. He asked for and obtained his location 
at the session of our Conference two years ago, 
in Columbia. It is known among his more in- 
timate friends that the severance of this bond 
was an extremely painful fact in his history. 
The last days of his life were days of anxiety 
and unrest, produced (and shortened, we be- 
lieve,) by embarrassments encountered while 
endeavoring to protect and foster certain in- 
terests of the Church, dear alike to him and 
his brethren. Dying in a distant part of the 
State, and among strangers, we are not informed 
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what words of triumph fell from his lips at the 
last; but we know that such a life as his, when 
closing on earth, could not fail to open in the 
heaven of our Christian hopes. We pause 
here and now, as we mention his death, to 
think of his virtues, and drop a tear to his 
memory. A friend, a brother, a servant of 
Jesus and the Church has gone to his reward.

George O. Hilton, R. R. E. Upton. 2. 

(No memoir of R. R. U- Upton.) 



George O. Hilton was born in Sangamon 
county, Illinois, Aug. 20, 1835. He was united 
in marriage to Miss May A. Dennis, of Mor- 
gan county, Illinois, Dec. 26, 1859. He sought 
and found” religion at an early age in life, but 
feeling impressed that it was his duty to enter 
the ministry, he resisted this impression, and 
by so doing lost his religious enjoyment in a 
great measure. This led to the neglect of otht r 
duties, until finally he ceased to make a pro- 
fession of religion. In February, 1866, at a 
protracted meeting held near Waverley, M 01 - 
gan county, 111., he was reclaimed, and united 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church. In the 
autumn of 1866 he was licensed to preach. In 
1867 he withdrew from the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and the same autumn 
was received on trial in the Illinois Conference, 
held at Nashville, 111. His first' appointment 
was the Mount Sterling Circuit. At the ses- 
sion of the Conference, in 1868, he was ap- 
pointed to the Bochester Mission; in 1869 to 
the Marietta Mission; in 1870, to Barry Cir- 
cuit. He was ordained deacon by .Bishop 
McTyeire at the session of the Conference held 
in Bloomington in 1869. At the Conference 
held at Aside v, 1871, he was ordained elder by 
Bishop Kavanaugh, and from this session was 
transferred to the Western Conference and 
assigned to a work in Missouli county, Mon- 
tana Territory. He went, leaving his family 
in Illinois, until he could provide for therna 
home in his new and distant field of labor. On 
Dec. 22, he and Mr. J. Hull, with whom he 
was tarrying, and others, went to the timber 
to procure fire-wood. The same day, about 
1 o’clock p.m., a tree, which Brother Hilton 
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had cut and lodged the day before, slipped from 
its fastenings and fell with great force, striking 
him on the back of the head, crushing his skull, 
and seriously injuring him in different portions 
of the body. He was immediately taken to 
the residence of Mr. Hull, where every thing 
that kind friends could do for his relief was 
done, but all without success. He gradually 
grew worse from the time of the sad accident 
until 5 o’clock next morning, when death re- 
leased him from his sufferings. He died as he 
had lived, a Christian. A "friend writing of 
him, in Montana, says, “During his short* so- 
journ among us he had won his way into the 
hearts of all, and the universal sentiment here 
is that he was a good man.” The same may 
be truly said of him in his different charges in 
the Illinois Conference: “He was a good man.” 
He was regarded a pious man, a devoted Chris- 
tian, a faithful and laborious minister of the 
gospel, by all among whom he spent his labors. 
He died at his post, far from his family and 
relatives. He leaves a wife and five children, 
with many relatives and friends, to mourn 
their loss.

Thomas W. Mitchell. 1. 

Thomas W. Mitchell was horn in Indiana, 
April 15, 1816. He was the third son of James 
and Sal lie Mitchell. His father removed to 
East Tennessee when Thomas was but two 
years old. Here he was educated. He pro- 
fessed religion in his eleventh year, and joined 
the M. E. Church. He was licensed to exhort 
when sixteen years of age; removed to Mis- 
souri, with his parents, in 1835; was licensed 
to preach in 1837; admitted into the Missouri 
Conference, on trial, the same year, and filled 
the following appointments: New Madrid Cir- 
cuit in 1837, and A\ eberville Circuit in 1838. 
Ordained deacon in 1839, he married Miss 
Mary B. Robertson in 1840, and located; re- 
moved to the Cherokee Nation in 1845, and 
taught a public school until 1846, when he was 
readmitted into the Indian Mission Conference. 
This year he was ordained Elder. From this 
to 1851 he filled different appointments, and 
was then appointed to the Creek District, 
which appointment he filled until 1855, as 
Presiding Elder — at which time he was ap- 
pointed Superintendent of Fort Coffee and 
New Hope Seminaries, and continued until 
1858. Then, he was transferred to the St. 
Louis Conference, where he labored until 1862. 
Now, a refugee from his hitherto quiet home 
in Missouri, he fled to Texas, where he found 
shelter from the war-storm that beat so heaviH 
upon us. In 1866 he entered the Trinity Con- 
ference, where he labored until 1869, when he • 
took a superannuated relation. In 1871 he 
obtained a transfer and removed to the Indian 
Mission Conference, and was appointed Pre- 
siding Elder of the Creek District. He suc- 
cessfully finished one round and entered on the 
second, when he was arrested by disease, and 
died in great peace March 17, *1872, in' Oc- 
mulgee, Creek Nation, at the house of Mr. S. 
Smith. He left a wife and two children to 
mourn their loss. Brother Mitchell has. doubt- 
less, many seals to his ministry — stars in the 
crown of his rejoicing that will shine when 
gems and crowns shall molder in common dust.

Isaac Ebbert. 1. 

Isaac Ebbert was born at Ellicot’s Mills, 
near Baltimore, Md., March 2, 1817. He grad- 
uated at Augusta College, in 1840. We are 
not informed when he professed religion and 
became a member of the Methodist Church, 
but it was early in life, as we find him received 
on trial into the Ohio Conference in the autumn 
of 1840. At the division of the Church he 
came South, and joined the Kentucky Confer- 
ence. On account of failing health he located. 
In 1850 he removed to Memphis. In the au- 
tumn of 1858 he was readmitted into the trav- 
eling connection in the Memphis Conference. 
He was transferred to the Little Eock Confer- 
ence in the autumn of 1871, but did no work 
in our bounds. Februar)', 1872, he went to 
Paducah, Ky., where, after an illness of only a 
few days, he died of typhoid-pneumonia, in 
great peace, and in the triumphs of that faith 
which had sustained him through life — saying, 
in his last moments, “My way is clear; all is 
clear.”

William K. Wilson. 1. 

William Kinney Wilson, the son of John 
and Ann Wilson, was born in Hancock county, 
Georgia, May 3, 1808. His parents being poor, 
his early opportunities were limited; hence his 
education was deficient — a want which he 
keenly felt and which rendered him diffident 
of his own powers. These, however, were 
great, and to a considerable extent compen- 
sated for his lack of acquired abilities. His 
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parents being pious, he received early religious 
impressions, the recollection of which was never 
eradicated from his mind. Yet as he grew up, 
from wicked associations, he was led astray, 
and went far into impiety and folly. At the 
age of twenty-three he was induced by a friend 
with whom he lived to change his mode of life, 
and to attend upon the services of the sanctu- 
ary. He also applied himself to reading and 
meditation. At a camp-meeting, held at Olive 
Branch, in Lincoln county, Georgia, he was 
convicted of sin and brought to repentance. 
This was in the summer of 1831 . He now used 
all the means of grace within his reach, became 
a regular attendant at the house of God, and 
sought for peace at the altar of prayer; but it 
was not till the 9th of October of the game 
year that he found the “pearl of great price,” 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The fear of having to preach the gospel became 
an effective weapon in the hands of Satan to 
keep him from the Saviour. He stumbled and 
struggled on with these impressions of duty 
till winter, when, consenting to “do the will 
of God,” all doubts were removed, and God 
gave full peace to his soul. He began first as 
a class-leader and exhorter. For nearly six 
years he was happy in the discharge of his 
duties, “when the enemy of souls” tempted 
him, on coming to Texas, to purchase a farm, 
retire into private life, and forever conceal the 
fact that he had ever thought of preaching. 
Like Jonah, he vainly hoped to get away from 
God; but God found him, and at the first meet- 
ing he attended, on attaching himself by letter 
to the Church, he was appointed class-leader 
iii spite of all his remonstrances. Here again 
he resumed his work, in Nacogdoches county, 
in the year 1837, under the pastoral charge of 
the Rev. Lyttleton Fowler, now at rest. After 
a residence there of six years, he at length took 
courage, yielded fully to the demands of God, 
and was licensed as a local preacher in 1843. 
At the close of that year he was admitted into 
the Annual Conference (then the Texas Con- 
ference) on trial, and was appointed for the 
year 1844 to the Franklin Circuit, with the 
Rev. James AYesson as junior preacher. In 
1845 he was sent to Fort Houston Circuit (af- 
terward called Crockett Circuit), where he re- 
* mained till July, when he was sent by his Pre- 
siding Elder to the Kingsboro country (now 
embraced in Kaufman county) as a missionary. 
He remained in that work the remainder of 
that year and the following. He often spoke 
of that as the happiest period of his ministry. 
His privations and sufferings were great and 
his perils imminent; but the peace of God was 
upon his heart, and his rich reward and bless- 
ing were upon his labors and sacrifices. In 
1847, while traveling the Jasper Circuit, he 
became acquainted with and married Miss C. 
E. Trotti — a lady every way worthy to bear 
his name and become bis companion. During 
the years 1848 and 1849, he filled the Nacog- 
doches Circuit with great success. In 1850 he 
was -on the San Augustin Circuit. In 1851 he 
was sent to Cherokee Circuit, on which he en- 




countered many difficulties; but through the 
mercy of God, he outrode the storm and closed 
the year with a gracious revival of religion. 
At the session of the Conference, held at Hen- 
derson, Nov. 26, 1851, he was appointed Pre- 
siding Elder of the Woodville Mission District, 
which post he filled with zeal and fidelity for 
four years. He was next appointed to the San 
Augustin District, which he also served with 
great acceptability for four consecutive years. 
During the years 1860 and 1861, he traveled 
the Panola Circuit, now called Carthage Cir- 
cuit. In 1862 he was on the Elysian Fields 
Circuit, and in 1863 on the Mount Enterprise 
Circuit. His health then failing, he was grant- 
ed a superannuated relation, which he retained 
till the time of his death. He, however, often 
expressed regrets that he was no longer ablo 
to labor in the “whitening harvest fields;” 
and, as opportunity offered, still continued to 
glean an occasional sheaf for the Master. But 
now his work is done, and he has gone up 
“bearing his precious sheaves.” His Father 
called and “he gathered up his feet” and “fell 
asleep.” He died at his residence in Kaufman 
county, on the morning of the 16th of August, 
1872, after a week of acute suffering from that 
dangerous disease, black jaundice. His illness 
was short. He was taken down at Prairieville, 
about sixteen or eighteen miles from home; 
and, finding that there was little hope of his 
recovery, he desired to be carried home, that 
he might die in the midst of his family. His 
request was granted; and his disease being ag- 
gravated from that or some other cause, he 
sank rapidly to the grave. From the time he 
reached home, all remedies proved valueless. 
He leaves a widow and eight children, besides 
a large circle of friends and relatives, to mourn 
his loss. A short time before his death, he 
gathered them around his bedside, and, giving 
to each his counsel, committed them all into 
the hands of his Heavenly Father. On being 
informed that death must probably ensue from 
his disease, he replied, “I have already antici- 
pated this hour. My affairs are all arranged. 
I could wish to stay a little longer, if it were 
God’s will, to see my younger children grown 
and educated; but I can trust them in the 
hands of God. He has been very merciful to 
spare me so long — so far beyond my expecta- 
tions. I am resigned to his will concerning 
me.” Thus full of years and of labors he died.

with cheering prospects of success. Disease 
soon arrested his labor, and on the 19th of De- 
cember last, he died in peace with God and all 
mankind. Brother Boyd was a preacher of 
moderate ability, as men estimate ministerial 
talent, but he was mighty through God in 
bringing sons and daughters to Christ. He 
was a notable instance of the power which is 
in the word of God when delivered by those 
who are fully consecrated to the ministrv. 
His record is on high, and his praise in all the 
churches. May the Master send many men 
like him into the harvest! 

Guy C. McWilliams was, for several 
years, a member and minister in the Methodist 
Protestant Church. He was ordained deacon 
in that Church in 1845, and elder in 1847. For 
several years he traveled as an itinerant min- 
ister in Arkansas, and was, for one or two ses- 
sions. President of the Conference. In 1868 
he joined the North-west Texas Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 
served the Fort Worth Circuit in 1869. The 
next year he was appointed to Cleburne Circuit 
In 1871 he was engaged as agent of Marvin 
College. At the close of that year Brothei 
-McU llliams was superannuated, and died Jan. 
22, 1872. He was a man of God. He walked 
with > God, ana God took him. Death found 
him ready, and the transition from his earthlv 
to his heavenly home was made without con- 
fusion or anxiety.

Jesse M. Boyd was born Nov. 2, 1817, and 
in July, 1844, he made a profession of religion. 
He was licensed an exhorter Feb. 8, 1845^and 
in September of the same year was licensed to 
preach at Fort Smith, Ark. In 1846 he was 
received into the Arkansas Conference, held 
at Van Buren, and was employed for two years 
on the Perryville Mission. He was then sent 
to Fort Smith Circuit for two years; and after 
that was sent to Benton, Lewisburg, and Clin- 
ton successively. He closed his itinerant labors 
in Arkansas, after serving Searcy Mission for 
two years. He then located, removed to Texas, 
and joined the East Texas Conference. He 
was for two years in charge of Greenville Cir- 
cuit, one <>n Quitman, and the next year was 
superannuated. He then moved into the Texas 
Conference, and served the Buchanan Cir- 
cuit for two years — 1863 and 1864. For two 
years each he was on Grand View and Acton, 
Centerville and AVheelock. At our last Con- 
ferenee he was appointed to the Marlin Circuit, 
and entered upon his work full of faith and

William P. Nance was born in Kentucky, 
in the year 1833 or 1834. Of his early life but 
little is known, except that he reached the 
years of maturity before his attention was fully 
turned to the subject of religion. At a camp- 
meeting held in Tennessee, through the instru- 
mentality of preaching, his convictions became 
so deep and overwhelming that he found no 
rest, day or night, until, through faith, he real- 
ized the pardon of sin. This manifestation of 
God’s power in his heart was so convincing 
that he was never afterward heard to question 
the genuineness of his conversion. He now 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and went to work in the vineyard of the Lord. 
Such was his zeal and efficiency in the cause 
of his Master that he was soon put forward by 
his brethren as a leader. Eternity alone will 
reveal the amount of good *,mch he accom- 
plished in bis service of the Church. A thor- 
ough conviction that God had called him to 
the ministry induced him to apply to the 
Church for license to preach. This was grant- 
ed, and his Presiding Elder, Einley Bynum, 
employed him in the local ranks to proclaim 
“the unsearchable riches of Christ.” In 1866 
he was employed as a supply upon a circuit. 
In. 1867 he was again emploved in the same 
10 



capacity, during which year he was received 
on trial into the Memphis Conference and 
transferred to the Illinois Conference by Bishop 
Paine. Here the Presiding Eider, John W. 
Wescott, appointed him to De Soto Circuit, 
where he preached acceptably, and endured 
privations and hardships as a good soldier of 
Christ. His next appointment was to the 
Jonesboro Circuit, where he did efficient ser- 
vice. After this he was appointed to the 
Equality work, but was, for good reasons, 
changed by his Presiding Elder to the Marion 
Circuit, where he remained for two years. 
The Conference at Ashley sent him to Mc- 
Leansboro, but Bishop Kavanaugh soon saw 
fit to recall him to the same field of labor 
which he had served for two years. While 
preaching to the people on Sabbath and at 
night, he wrought with his own hands in build- 
ing churches and in the erection of a home for 
his own family. In the midst of this consecra- 
tion of his head, heart, and hands to the cause 
of God, he was called to his reward at the right 
hand of the Father. In his last moments he 
was heard to say, “All is right; I am ready to 
go; tell my brethren that I love them all, and 
expect to meet them in heaven.” Thus he fell 
asleep in Jesus, Nov. 21, 1871. Brother Nance 
was a good preacher, a faithful pastor, and a 
sweet-spirited Christian. May God take care 
of his family!

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APPENDIX. 



[The following memoirs of deceased ministers of the St. Louis Conference were not received 
till after the Minutes were stereotyped — the^ should have been inserted on page 730.] 



Joseph Boyle was horn in the city of Bal- 
timore, May 7, 1812, and was of Irish extrac- 
tion. He expired in Lexington, Mo., May 3, 
1872. He was of Roman Catholic parentage, 
and was educated and trained in that faith. 
In his youth, by business association, in the 
State of Pennsylvania, with a devout and in- 
telligent Methodist, he became acquainted with 
the principles of Protestantism, which he em- 
braced; and in his eighteenth year he was 
converted at a Methodist revival-meeting, and 
united with the Church in Summerfield, Sum- 
merset county, Ya. In connection with his 
business pursuits he continued his studies, and 
especially the reading of the law, having con- 
templated entering upon that profession. He 
had, however, an early and growing conviction 
of a call to the ministry, and in the autumn 
of the year 1834 he joined the traveling con- 
nection of our ministry, in the bounds of the 
Pittsburgh Conference. ¥& shall not here 
trace the record of his appointments. They 
connect him with the traveling ministry, in 
an unbroken connection, for thirty-eight years, 
with the prominent fields of labor in the Pitts- 
burgh Conference, leaving its chief appoint- 
ment (Liberty-street Station, in the city of 
Pittsburgh), in the year 1842, on a transfer to 
the Missouri Conference, and appointed to its 
chief station, the old Fourth-street charge of 
St. Louis. His removal to Missouri was at 
the personal and urgent solicitation of Bishop 
Soule, who, at that early day, foresaw the des- 
tined greatness of St. Louis, and sought out 
from the Conferences at large picked men, 
adapted to the peculiar work of the Church 
among a city population. Of the thirty years 
of his ministry in Missouri about one-half was 
given to the Church in St. Louis, in various 
charges and official relationship as preacher in 
charge and Presiding Elder. We remark, also, 
that he was directly and actively connected 
with the establishment of our denominational 
press in Missouri, bringing out and editing, 
chiefly, the first and specimen number of the 
St. Louis Christian Advocate , and contributed 
to the advancement of the publication interests 
of the Church for many years, in various rela- 
tions. We may not here review his history in 
the Conference generally. He filled chief sta- 
tions outside of St. Louis; was honored as its 
representative in the General Conference, and 
in its legislation was always influential, and 



associated with its chief trusts and general 
measures and movements. In the crisis of 
Methodist Church historjq in 1844, he took a 
prominent and effective part, in his own Con- 
ference and in the pastoral charges of St. 
Louis, and among the delegates in Convention 
at Louisville, at which the Southern Church 
was organized. His last labors were at a pro- 
tracted meeting, on the Saline Circuit, at Mi- 
ami, which he held by special request of the 
pastor, the Rev. M. Adkisson, commencing 
April 14, and continued to the middle of the 
following week, when, by urgent request, he 
attended the quarterly-meeting of the charge 
at Mount Carmel, and preached at eleven 
o’clock on Sabbath, April 27, in connection 
with the sacramental service. It was his last 
sermon. His last public worship was in mem- 
orial of the dying Lord — his last sermon the 
celebration of the love of redeeming grace, in 
the scripture, Romans v. 6-8. We mourn his 
departure; his voice we shall hear no more on 
earth; they have hailed him welcome in the 
skies, and with praise he joins them in the 
song of the Lamb. His last sickness has a 
brief history. The fatal illness was coagula- 
tion of blood in the heart. He had complained, 
before leaving Miami, of oppression upon the 
chest, but persevered in a cherished wish to 
see his old friends at a former pastoral charge 
in the city of Lexington, reaching there on 
Monday night, and making his home at the 
residence of Brother William Morrison. In 
the night of Thursday, at 10:30 o’clock, he 
awakened his wife, complaining of the op- 
pression upon the chest. He would not allow 
her to summon a physician at that hour. Ap- 
prehensions of a serious illness had not then 
been created, and, applying some simple rem- 
edies, he fell into a quiet sleep, awakening be- 
tween 12 and 1 o’clock, with complaint of 
more severe oppression. The family was 
aroused and the physician summoned. When 
his wife left the room for this purpose he was 
in a sitting posture, and on her return she 
found him lying back upon the pillow, with 
closed eyes. She spoke to him, but there was 
no answer. Piteously she entreated recogni- 
tion and a word, but he was speechless. The 
loved name Virginia, that of his only daughter, 
was called: the lips struggled for utterance in 
vain. There was an intelligent consciousness, 
as we are informed by Brother Edward Winsor, 
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a cherished friend residing across the street, 
who was summoned, and was at his bedside 
for half an hour before he expired. To the 
inquiry of his wife he bowed his head in assent 
that “Jesus was precious to his soul.” Thus 
sudden was it. In her consternation she did 
not realize the impending blow. He was dead, 
but the dear wife did not imagine that it was 
so. Probably, as Brother Winsor thinks, he 
himself was not forewarned a moment before 
“the mortal arrow pierced his heart.” It was 
a voice “at midnight;” in an unlooked-for 
moment the chariot of God swept down upon 
him — his instructed foot stepped upon it. In 
order to show the high esteem in which Dr. 
Boyle was held by the people among whom he 
lived and labored so long, we will append a 
part of the report and resolutions adopted by 
the Official Board of the Centenary Church, 
St. Louis: “At a meeting of the Official Board 
of the Centenary Church, May 6, a committee, 
consisting of Hon. T. Polk, W. C. Jamison, 
and C. C. Anderson, Esq., were appointed to 
present suitable resolutions in memoriam of 
Rev. Joseph Boyle, who, at a subsequent meet- 
ing, presented the following report: Resolved , 
That the members of this Official Board had 
known the Rev. Joseph Boyle, D.D., lately de- 
ceased, long and well. We esteemed him 
highly, and loved him sincerely. He had been 
the pastor and preacher in charge of the Cen- 
tenary Church, in the intervals required by our 
ecclesiastical economy, for many years. He 
had also held to us the relation and oversight 
of Presiding Elder. In all his relations to us 
we always found him faithful, considerate, ef- 
ficient, and wise. In the exercise of official 
functions, and in the administration of dis- 
cipline, he was prompt, and prudent, and sa- 
gacious. As a preacher he was earnest, able, 
and edifying. As our pastor he was exemplary 
— indeed, unsurpassed. In his intercourse 
with his flock, and with the members of his 
congregations, he was courteous, kind, and 
dignified — the judicious counselor, the stead- 
fast friend, the ready and willing helper, the 
loving brother, and, when the case demanded, 
the just censor, not shrinking to reprove and 
rebuke, even sternly, but always affectionately 
— as sympathetic in the sorrows of the afflicted 
as he was genial in the prosperity of the suc- 
cessful. Who suffered and was in tribulation 
and he did not sympathize? Who grieved and 
he did not console? Who was tried and he 
was not present to succor and encourage? 



Who prospered and he did not rejoice? His 
piety was unaffected, sincere, active, deep, ar- 
dent. It was conviction, and principle, and ex- 
perience. Hence, it was energetic, practical, 
and fruitful. It inspired confidence, it allured, 
it won. Whose influence was larger, or more 
controlling, or more elfevating, than was Joseph 
Boyle’s? Can we mention any other name to 
whom our beloved Church in Missouri owes 
more than it does to him? In all the relations 
of life he was good and exemplary — as the 
head of a family, in society, as a citizen, as a 
member of the Church of God, as a minister 
ot 1 the gospel. The value of such a life as was 
that of Joseph Boyle is beyond all human es- 
timate; and his death was an irreparable loss 
to all others except himself. While, therefore, 
we must and do deplore the dispensation of 
Providence which removed him from among 
us, we sorrow not as those who have no hope, 
for we know that it was the behest of infinite 
wisdom and goodness, and that our loss is his 
eternal gain.” 

M. G. McAlister departed this life May 
27, 1872. At the time of his death he was in 
charge of an important station. His piety was 
signal, his zeal consuming, and he gave bright 
promise for the future. A young man so full 
of the spirit of the gospel, and so beloved by 
the people whom he served, falling in the 
midst of great usefulness, and at a time when 
laborers in the vineyard of the Lord are so 
much needed, forces us to pause, and warns us 
to redeem the time. Our brother gave himself 
to God and to the Church in early life. He 
was educated at McKenzie College, near Clarks- 
ville, Texas, under the care and guidance of 
that great and good man, Dr. McKenzie. Af- 
ter the war he devoted himself to the ministry 
of the word, and filled many important stations 
in the M. E. Church, South. In every place, 
and at all times, he showed himself a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed. In 1866 he 
married a daughter of one of the fathers of 
the Church, the Rev. N. M. Talbot. At Fred- 
ericktown, the last post he filled with so much 
ardor, and so greatly to the satisfaction of all, 
he fell with his face to the foe and his eye 
fixed on the crown of life. In his last 
moments the fierceness of disease deprived 
him of consciousness, so that he could give 
no expression of his experience in the valley 
of the shadow of death; but his life assures 
us of his happy triumph. %

James Reid. — A father in Israel hath fallen. 
He who has for many years headed the roll of 
our Conference has gone to the conference of 
the redeemed; he was worthy to lead, and he 
died as hecometh a leader. James Reid was 
horn in Caswell county, N. C., April 5, 1795; 
he received a plain English education, such as 
was usual at that time in that section of the 
country. His parents were pious, and the 
home influence favorable to the development 
of manhood’s best form. In early life he em- 
braced religion, and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The call to preach was 
during his boyhood, and in earl}' youth he 
commenced the work. He joined the Virginia 
Conference in 1815, and was appointed to Ber- 
tie Circuit. His work was then as follows: 
1816, Roanoke; 1817, Suffolk and Princess 
Anne; 1818, Washington and Swift Creek; 
1819, Salisbury; 1820, Mecklenburg; 1821-2, 
Guilford; 1823-4, Franklin; 1825, Iredell; 
1826, Bedford; 1827, Buckingham; 1828. Am- 
herst; 1829, Franklin; 1830-1, Haw River; 
1832, Tar River; 1833-6, Presiding Elder on 
Newbern District; 1837-40, Presiding Elder 
on Salisbury District; 1841-3, Agent for 
Greensboro Female College; 1844-7, Presiding 
Elder on Washington District; 1848-9, Cas- 
Avell Circuit; 1850, Person; 1851, Wilmington; 
1852-3, Presiding Elder on Raleigh District; 
1854-8, Raleigh African Mission; 1859-60, Tar 
River; 1861-2, Nashville; 1863-4, Henderson; 
1865, Warren; 1866, Presiding Elder on New- 
bern District; 1867-72, Agent for Sunday- 
schools. It will he seen that he gave nearly 
fifty-seven years to the active work of the 
ministry — not the pleasant work of stations, 
hut mostly to circuits and Districts, very large 
and laborious. In April, 1822, he was happily 
married to Martha Edwards, of Rockingham 
county, an amiable young lady and a devoted 
Christian, well adapted, by character, educa- 
tion, and disposition, to be the wife of a self- 
sacrificing Methodist preacher. At that time 
there were few married traveling preachers in 
the Virginia Conference. In those days mar- 
ried preachers were not popular, and nearly all 



who married located; but James Reid and his 
family lived upon such pay as was given, en- 
dured all manner of hardship, and still the de- 
voted man of God never faltered. He was an 
able minister of the gospel, preached in the 
“power and demonstration of the Spirit,” and 
was wise in winning souls to Christ with wis- 
dom from above. While enduring the toils 
and privations of the ministry he also shared 
its honors. In 1832 he was elected and served 
as a delegate in the General Conference, which 
met that year in Philadelphia; and in matters 
of Church polity and direction he ranked with 
such men as James Patterson, H. G. Leigh, 
Brock, and Doub. Brother Reid was twice 
married: his first wife and seven of their nine 
children passed away to the spirit-land before 
him; his second wife was a Mrs. Kelly, who 
still survives him. He was a warm friend and 
able supporter of all the great enterprises of 
the Church. With his small salary he man- 
aged to give his children a good education 
and he did much to promote the cause of edu- 
cation in our Church and the State generally; 
he was not only an active, faithful trustee of 
our colleges, but supported them in every way 
with eminent ability. He was one of those 
clear-thinking, prudent Avorking men who 
make their mark upon their times. He was 
one of the fathers in the North Carolina Con- 
ference, preeminently a man of ability and 
Aveight among citizens, and a man of God in 
the Church. By him was much contributed 
to make us Avhat we are. In the summer of 
1872 he was elected Superintendent of Public 
Instruction for the State of North Carolina, 
but died before the time for entering upon the 
duties of his office. Brother Reid died sud- 
denly, at the residence of the Rev. N. H. D. 
Wilson, in Greensboro, N. C., Nov. 8, 1872. 
For some time his health had been declining, 
but he had often said he Avas ready — that he 
had been long in the vineyard beloAV, and was 
waiting to be carried to his Father’s house. 
He leaves a bereaved widow, two sons, several 
grandchildren, and other relatives, and the 
members of the Conference, to mourn their loss.
